So that *cis poſſible for a Man to get 
this Diſeaſe. by a Woman that was never 


MF infected her ſelf, for the Oleaginous Moi- 
ſture that is ever in Women, doth many 


times defend them from being Infected, 
and the Parts being not ſo ſtrair, nor yet ſo 


hot, the Venome is not ſo Nouriſhed and 


Fomented, as tis in men; moreover the 
admirable cunning that Women of the 


* Town uſe, is not alittle to be obſerved. 
Give me leave here to confute the common 


received Opinion, which is, that if a man 
do not eject he can get no hurt, I know 
many are of this Opinion but tis without 
reaſon, I can prove the contrary by hun- 
dreds of Obſervations, let any man conſi- 
der the ſtructure and nature of the Part, 
which when erected will attract, the only 
way to prevent it is to keep out of the 
place of Danger, ſome ridiculous Fellows 
pretends to give Preventives, and they are 
as filly that take them; a man may as well 
allert that Fire will not burn, nor Water 
wet, nor a Whore be falſe as to pretend to 
any Preſervative. 

The Diſeaſe may likewiſe be got in Co- 
pulation with a perſon who hath neither 
Ulcer nor Gonorthæa, nor yet the afore- 
ſaid accident, nor any thing of the Diſtem- 
per viũble, Var may nevertheleſs be through- 

FS his 
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ly infedted with the Pox; and though the 
e 


eret parts may have no viſible Symptom, 
yet ſuch venomous Salts may be emitted, 
as may eaſily give the Diſeaſe; and this is 
one of the worſt ſort of Poxes, and is ge- 
nerally in the whole Maſs of Blood before 
tis obſerved, nor will it be cured ſo eaſily 
as the other ſorts that appear ſooner. 

*Tis not impoſlible for this Diſeaſe to be 
got by Kifling, eſpecially if either Party 
have an Ulcer in the Throat, or Ulcera- 
tion in the Mouth, from which a ſlimy 
Juice proceeding, and the Lips being moi- 
ſten'd thereby, may very eaſily infect the o- 
ther; the common Laſcivious way of Kiſ- 
ſing doth much promote this way of Infe-

1 was convey'd to the Mother through the 
porous Body of the Nipples; but to make 


good my aſſertion, pray obſerve the event. 

A Neighbour, who was a Nurſe, com- 
ing to viſit the Woman whoſe Breaſts were 
ſore, and hearing her complain of the ten- 
derne ſs of her Nipples, ſhe took up the in- 
fected Child, Kiſſed it, and gave it her 
Breaſt (ſhe being ignorant of the Diſtem- 
per) the Child ſucked of her, and inſected 
her, inſomuch that her Lips and Breafts 
brake out with Ulcerous ſores; moreover, 
a Girl about 8 years old, that liv'd in the 
Houſe, and uſed to Kiſs and play with the 
Child, was by it infected. 

I know ſome People will cavil at this, 
and ſay they have Kiſſed pocky People and 
got no hurt, which may be, but 1 well 
know this Accident happens too often, 
though it comes not within the know. 
ledge of every one,

fuck. fore I do adviſe thoſe that 
| put out their Children to : 


Nurſe, to be wary in chuſing of Nurſes, 


and in like manner Nurſes ought to be 3 
careful, what and whoſe Children they 
take, for the Diſeaſe is very often commu- 


vicated from Nurſes to Children, and as 
often received by Nurſes from them, for a 
very ſmall matter is able to infect either, 
and many Families have been undone by 
receiving the venome this way. I could 
give many Examples of this nature, but let 
this one ſuffice; a Woman well dreſs d came 
to a Tradeſmans houſe and took a Lodging, 
behaving her ſelf very civilly, but on a ſud- 
den (to the 8 reat ſurprize of the People) 
ſhe falls in labour and is delivered; huma- 


nity had taught the Woman of the houſe 


to aſſiſt the Child-bed Woman, who being 
deſtitute of a wet Nurſe, her Child being 
froward, is taken up by the good Woman 
and Suckled, the Child ſoon after dies, and 
the Mother leaves her Lodging ; bur 
leaves cauſe to be ever remembred in the 
Family, for the Miſtreſs of the houſe breaks 
out with ſtrange Scabs, for which ſhe runs 
from Doctor to Doctor, is Phyſicked by all, 


but 0 none e hits the Diſeaſe ; the Scabs is 
0 
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off, but a violent pain in the Head follows, 
and divers other Symptoms; ſhe is at laſt 
brought to me, I declared poſitively it was 
the foul Diſeaſe ; ſhe would not believe 
me, declaring her innocency and reputati- 
on; but I ſoon told her, my buſineſs was 
only to cure, and not to inquire how 
ſhe esme by it; in a word, ſhe was 

forced to ſubmit to a * Salivation, * Flux, 
before ſhe could be well, 

*Tis not to he imagined how many men 
and women, as well as Children are deftroy- 
ed in ayear by this Diſeaſe, though in the 
weekly Bills it paſſes for Fevers, Conlum- 
ptions, Griping of the Guts, Worms, Ric- 
kets, Cc. Tis dangerous to ſweat in a Bed 
with one that hath the Pox, and young 
People are often infected this way, but 
I pray miſtake me not, for many will ſay 


they have layn with thoſe that have had | 
it, and yet they never got any hurt; which 


may be, ſor ſome Conſtitutions are ſo har- 
dy that they will not be eaſily infected, but 
any man of Sence muſt believe, that not 
only the ſweat of pocky Perſons, but the 
vapour which may come from them in a 
Bed, muſt needs be injurious, and eſpeci- 
ally having the advantage of heat to open 
the pores of the Body; I do not ſay, that 
every one that has accidentally had an un- 

. B 4 wholſome 
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wholfome Bed fellow muſt of neceſſity be 
infected, but I am ſure that the continu- 
ance of ſuch muſt vitiate the beſt of Con- 
ſtitutions : *cis more than once, that I 
have known a healthy ſound Body become 
lean, weak, and diſeaſed by being a con- 
ftant Bed-fellow to a ſickly Perſon : Let 
therefore young People eſpecially be cau- 
tious of their Bed-fellows, for the Kings 
Evil, Scurvy, and other Diſeaſes may be 
received by frequently ly ing in the Bed 
with perſons ſo affected. Nor can I for- 
bear pittying Parents, where neceſlity in- 
forces them to let their Children lye with 
their female Servants (for Maids I dare not 
call them) many of which have ſecret Di- 
ſeaſes, which they too often leave among 
Families as they move from houſe to houſe, 

There is a great deal of variety in Bo- 
dies; and tis matter of Fact, that San- 
gui ne and Flegmatick perſons do ſooner re- 
ceive the Infection, then Cholerick or Me- 
lancholy do; but then again, Nature is 
more kind to them, and they are more ea. 
ſily cured than the other. 

The Truth of this is moſt plainly pro- 
ved, by ſeveral men having to do with ene 
and the ſame woman; ſome coming off 
without being hurt, and the other dange-

rious , not only becauſe of the 
ſtrength, age or conſtitution of the Pati- 


ent, but alſo in the nature of the Diſeaſe: 


I will therefore make ſome diſtinction, and 
will be more particular in denoting the 
true Symptom of each particular Pox, and 
then I will give the exact Symptoms of 
that we call Gonorrbea, or Clap. 

And you may obſerve, that as there are 
different ways of getting the Diſeaſe, ſo 


there are different ſorts of the Diſeaſe to 


be got ; and that *tis poſſible for a man to - 
get a light or a ſmall Infection at ſome 
times, and other times a man may get that 
in a moment which may ſtick by him ma- 
ny Months, or, as he may order the mat- 
ter, perhaps much longer. . 

I mean that a real Pox may be got in as 


little time, as a ſmall Clap. I know fome 


are of a different opinion; but *tis their 
ignorance makes them ſo; But now to 


particulars... |

Violent [pains in the Head, which are 
worſe towards Night, and hinder ſleep till 
the Night is almoſt conſumed, great hea- 
vineſs in the Head in the day, pain be- 
tween the Eyes, ſore Throats that ſhoot up 
to the Ears, and ſoon alter the voice, hard 
clots like Glew blown from the Noſe, pains 
in the Shoulders, as if they had carried 
great Burthens ; ſore ſlitches in the Body, 
or breaking out of Scabs like Acorn cups, 
or tetters and ſcurf on the Body, wich the 
waſting of Bleſh, ſmall puſiles on the pri- 
vate Parts, which at firſt itch much, and 
then turn to ſmall Sores ; white on the 
edge and hard, which in ſhort time ſpread 
and increaſe their hardneſs, ragged fleſhy 
Excreſcencies and Warts about the Funda- 
ment, or Privities, ſwellings in the Grojn, 
and in the private Parts, violent pains and 
ſwellings on the Shins, all theſe are Sym- 
ptoms of the Pox. 

Now the Symptoms of a Clap differ 
from the former ; and though mary peo- 
ple are ſo ſattifh as to take no notice of it, 
till a filthy running difturbs them; yet 
the wiſer may obſerve, how gradually it 
appears, the fieſt Symptom is a debility 
as if you were wearied by much Ex- 


erciſe, then an itching about the private 


Parts with frequent making water, and 


- that; 
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that but little at a time; the part appears 
gumd or glewed up, with ſome ſmall dif- 
ficulty in making Urine, although frequent 
provocation to it; then follows the heat 
of Urine, and at laſt the running, in ſome 
white, in others more yellow , according 
to the quality of the Diſeaſe, for as there 
is difference between burning ones Finger 
by ſnuffing a Candle, and the burn that may 


be got by handling a red hot Iron, ſo is 


there like difference in the catching this 
Diſeaſe ; for as ſome Dogs bite harder 
than other, ſo ſome Bodies are more inſe- 
ctious than others. 

Then comes the pain in Erection, ſhoot- 


ing in the Groins, and Cods, and itching 


at the root of the Yard, and | 
ſometimes ſwellings of the * Foreskin. 
* Prepuce, with great inflam- 
mation,oftimes pains in the Back, Hips and 
Thighs, are forerunners of the Diſeaſe. 
Now pray obſerve, that theſe are the 
infallible Signs of a Clap, ſome of them 


hapning to one, and ſome to another, and 


yet I have known all of them to happen 
to one perſon, and all in a ſhoxt time of 
one another; now the poor Sinner, would 
willingly be ſatisfied how long it will he, 
beſore theſe Symptoms appear; to be in 
doubt is a horrid torment, and ſome lear- 


ned 
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ned men have rold him the Diſeaſe may lye 
Seven years before it appears, which old 
Peter ſays is a great untruth. 

1 have had the honour ſome years to 
converſe with a learned man, who H really 
believe, never had the Diſeaſe, (and I am 
very ſure never rightly underſtood the cure 
of it) this honeſt Gentleman was really of 
opinion, that the Diltemper might lye 20 
years in the Body without appearing ; nay 
he aſſured me, he not only thought ſo, 
but knew it; in all which I knew, and 
have often told him his miſtake ; but good 
Manners , as well as many obligations, 
made me forbear laughing at him; this 
Doctrine was uſher'd in by Ignorance, in 
the infancy of Phyſick, and has been up- 
held ſince by Avarice, (both which my 
Friend was free from) and 'tis from hence 
that ſome people intitle themſelves to be 
the Governours of their deluded Patients 
pockets as well as Bodies, every Spring 
and Fall ſo long as they live. But my bu- 
fineſs here is not to amuſe, but to inform, 

Therefore take notice, That a Clap 
doth ſometimes appear in a Day or two, 
or three; ſometimes it lies a Week, or 
more without appearing ; but never above 
a Month or two without ſome Symptom, I 
politively ſay, That he that paſſes a Month 

or 
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or two after the Af, and has none of theſe 
Symptoms, need never fear till he renews bis 

Crime, ; 

But for the Signs of the Pox, they are 
more various: They ſometimes ſhew them- 
ſelves in one, two or three Days ; ſome- 
times lye a Week or two, a Month, and 
ſometimes a Year ; but ſeldom more, with- 
out ſome apparent Signs, And *tis moſt 
ſure, the longer it lies before it appears, 
the worſe it is ; for it lies not idle ; but 
when it appears, tis then moſt inveterate; 
and oftimes *tis diſguis'd, and paſſes for 
another Diſtemper, till it proves the de- 
ſtruct ion of the Patient. Let no man ei- 
ther fright or flatter himſelf in this parti- 
cular, I would not have every unhappy 
Mortal fancy they have theſe Symptoms; 
nor would I that any ſhould flatter them- 
ſelves, that becauſe they have none of theſe 
Symptoms (at leaſt they think none) that 
therefore their caſe cannot be Venereal, ſome 
odd caſes will happen, and there be people 
that cannot deſcribe their own Caſes, but 
are Fenneſey Scay quoi, out of Order they 
know not how, or are not willing to be- 
lieve, ler ſuch conſult the Learned that 
they may not come within compaſs of the 
following Chapter, 
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CHAP. IV. 


The Dangerous Effets of the Lues 
Venerea. 


O demonſtrate all the Effects of this 

1 raging Diſtemper, would take up 
time; therefore, as briefly as poſſible, I will 
ſhew how great a Tyrant this Diſeaſe is, 
to thoſe People who either ſcorn to own they 
baue it, or thoſe who be ing aſhamed to con- 
Jeſs therr condition, rather venture to un- 
dergo it, than wiſely to ſeek fir belp. I 
have known ſome /o © ſordidly foaliſh, that 
having had Ulcers on the Penis, they have 
fo long flighted the Diſeaſe, until the part 
hath been mortified even unto the Belly ; 
upon which enſued immediate Death; and 
ſome eſcaping with their Lives, have loſt 
moſt part, if not all of the Members. I 
have known others to have been almoſt 
eaten up by this Diſeaſe, before they have 
known fo much as the Name of their Mala- 
dy. I have ſeen many Women with large 
Ulcers in the Neck f the Womb, which 
have cauſed continual pains, by corroding 
of the parts: Others that have been vice- 
| rated 
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rated from the Pubes even to the Aus; 
inſomuch that the Labia have been eaten 
away in ſome, and in many mortified. Ma- 
ny have ſpungy Excfeſcencies on the La- 
bia, with multitudes of Warts round the 
Labia and Anus; and many have the Ve- 
nereal Fiſtula in Ano; which will admit 
of no Cure, without the uſe of good An- 


s 

= tivenereal Medicines. 

I have known ſome who having been 
7 ſeized with a violent pain in the Head, 

. XX and in all the Limbs, have fallen into a 


Fever, and died Mad; ſome have ſharp 

and continual Pains in the Joynts, and in 

the Shoulders, aud Nodes fixt to the Bones 
in many parts of the Body, inſomuch that 
the very Bones become Rotten, for the DiF- 
= eaſe is ſo Malign, that it will creep between 
the Bone and the Fleſh, and conſume 
both. 

Theſe Nodes are by ſome called Gam- 
mata, they are painful Swellings, and are 
caus d by the Flegmatick part of the Diſ- 
eaſe left behind, in ill managed Courſes of 
Phyſick; but in ſome they are abſolute 
Elevations of the Bone, the Venome hav- 
ing penetrated the Perioſtium. 

Some have the Penis To 
ſtcp'd with“ Caruncles, that * Carnoſities, 
they cannot make Water,

Mouth eaten awaylby Ulcers. 

And many you ſe who loſe their Noſes 
by this violent Diſcaſe, ſome have the tip 
of the Noſe and Noftrils eaten away; ſome 


Joſe their Eyes, and many their Hearing, 


and ſome have their Mouths drawn awry ; 
and indeed I could quote multitudes of 
Examples of the fury of it. Oh how in. 
tollerable are the pains that many pocr 
Wretches indure by this Diſtemper, eſpe. 
cially in the Night, at which time it moſt 
boldly walks it Rounds, to afflict poor 
Mortals ; for indeed all Pains are worſe in 
the Night than the Day, by reaſon that 
the exerciſing of tHe Body in the day doth 
divert the Pain, but the warmth of the 
Bed at Night doth ſtir up the Malignity, 
and the very thoughts cf the Patient-in the 
Night being fix d on the object of Pain, 
make the miſery more intollerable. 

Many years have ſome undergone the 
Tyranny of this Diſtemper, till at laſt 
having Enervated all the parts of the Bo. 
dy, and conſumed the Fleſh to the Bones, 
it brings them to the Grave, who, per- 
haps, had they but uſed ſuch Medicines as 
a re proper in ſuch caſes, might ſoon have 
Eradicated the Diſeaſe from their Bodies; 
tis not a ſmali number, but many thous 


ſands. 


Some have the Uvala and the Palat of the 
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fands that have periſhed for want of ſuch 
noble Medicines, as have force to over- 
come the Malignity of this Diſeaſe. 

How many Conſumptions, Catharrs, Aft- 
ma's, and many more Diſeaſes proceed 
from nothing elſe but this Fountain, which 
Vitiating the Blood, corrupts the Humours, 
begets an ill habit of Body, never to be 
X cured but by Antivenereals. Pme very 
® ſure, that many Knotty Diſeaſes , which 


oftimes ruin the Patient, and quite Tire 
the Phyſician, might be eaſily cured, were 


they but attacked as if they were the Pox 
(which moſt of them are) but ſometimes 
the Credit and Reputation of the Patient 
makes it ſcarce miſtruſted, for it will, and 
has often been ſaid, bo can imagine ſuch a 
per ſon guilty of ſuch a Crime, as the getting 
thu Diſeaſe ? Really, for my part, Cries an 
Hypocritical Rogue, 1 never knew Women, 
but my Wife: On the other ſide, ſays a de- 
mure Jilt, I never ſo much as thought of 
any Man but my Huzband, Thus has ma- 
ny a learned Man been abuſed in his Pra- 
ctice (perhaps not being overmuch acquain- 
ted with this Diſeaſe) he has relyed on the 
integrity of the Patient, and treated him 
or her as if they had had ſome other Di- 
ſtemper. It has often been ſaid to me, 
Which way can it come? How ſhould 1 get 
it? 


* 
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it ? 'Tis not my buſineſs, I tell them, to 
inquire into'that, *tis enough I know the 
Diſeaſe, and how to Cure it. And 'tis 
both honeſt and friendly to tell them truth, 
let them take it as they liſt: how often have! 
known a fooliſh Villain marry with the Diſ- 
eaſe-upon him, give it his Wife, get cu- 
red privately himſelf, and the poor inno- 
cent languiſh under the Diſeaſe; till at lat

thus are Artifts many times deluded, for- 
ced to make bricks without ſtraw z- on the 
other hand, ſometimes the rampant dame 
brings home the Diſeaſe, gives it her Hus- 
band, which he poor ſneak dares not cal! 
by its true Name, for fear it ſhould reſſect I 
on his Governeſs ; who threatens him with 
the diſpleaſure of her mighty Family, and 
therefore it muſt paſs for a ſtrain, Which 
may be brings him into an incurable Con- 
ſumption. : 
Let me not be miſunderſtood, I am not | 
for widening any breach in a Family, * tis | 
more humane to reconcile; nor am T any 
way 
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way for ſuffering my Patient to miſcarry» 
nor have Tever been uſed to divulge any 
Mans misfortune : I will, more willingly 
8 ſay with that ancient Roman, who when 
he was reviled with having an ill breath, 
anſwered, that his breath was become ſtrong 
with keeping of many Secrets. 
Had not my breaſt been uſed to conceal 
= ſuch matters, what Miſchiefs, Blood, and 
dur Murthers, might I have ſeen; I hope I 
di. may without Vanity ſay, that I have as juſt 
12 Title to the moſt ſecret Cure, as any man 
© 37 whatever, my meaning only is, thoſe who 
Hh will not be governed in ſubmitting to ſuch 
ne Cure as my Judgment directs, ſhall preſ- 
t; 7 cribe methods and rules to ſome body elſe ; 
ho for I will never ac againſ# my conſcience to 
ne tbe detriment of my Patient. t 
ne Nor doth this Diſeaſe always terminate 
jn the Parents; for many times *tis Here- 
II ditary, Children are born of infected Pa- 
ct rents; and that which was the Pox in the 
h Father, may prove the Rickets, Scurvy, E- 
d | vil, an Aſthma, or other Diſtemper in the 
. Child, who being always unhealthy is al- 
- 3 ways phyſicking, yet never ſound; among 
men of theſe, there are but few that live 
CF to be men, or women, and of them but 
few that are prolifick, and of ſuch as are,

the breed are ſcarce worth the rearing ; 
to 


E | 
to remedy all this an inquiry muſt be made 
into the nature of the Diſtemper; for | 
whatever is in the leaſt complicated with 
the Venereal Diſeaſe, will prove very ſtub- 
born in the cure, and will not yield to or- 
dinary means; and indeed cannot be cu- 
red without the uſe of good Antivenereal 7 
Medicines. To ſpeak more plainly in this 
Caſe, I adviſe ſuch Parents as have reaſon > 
to ſuſpect their own miſcarriages, are the 7 
occaſion their breed are ſo unhealthy to 
take care to amend the matter, by cauſing 7 
their Off-ſpring to Salivate, before the 
ſuffer them to joyn with other Families, 
leaſt Barrenneſs or other accidents be the 
occaſion of diſtaſte between a Man and 
Wife, which may prove irreconcileable. I 
am ſure this Advice is both honeſt and 
profitable, and can grate only on the Guil- 
, for *tis as great a Crime to cheat a 
amily with an unſound Son or Daugh- 
ter, as with a falſe Title, or a pre- mort · 
gaged Eſtate.

THE Diverſity of my Practice in this 

City, for ſeveral years hath given me 
occalion to. obſerve, that many Miſchiefs 
are daily occafioned by Impudent and Igno- 
rant Pretender;, I mean not only thoſe 


| Vagrants who pretend to bring ſuch 


Strange and Wonderful Medicines from Fo- 
reignParts : (who had they been worth any 


thing, would have ſtaid in their own 


Countrey, or if they could have done 
ſuch Wonders as they boaſt of, would have 
had better Wool on their backs.) But many 
of our own Countrey-men, who too bold- 
ly venture on the curing of. Diſeaſes, with- 
out ever knowing the Nature and Cauſes 
of them. Nay, many times, not ſo much 
8s the Name of the Diſtemper, Who al- 
though illiterate Perſons, and never bred 
to the Knowledge of the Practice of Phy- 
fick and Chyrurgery; yet boldly fly at all, 
valuing a Patient's Life no more than their 
own little or no Credits; moſt of them pre- 

tending 
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tending to the Cure of this Diſeaſe, and 
making the moſt ſmall appearance ſeem to 
be the higheſt Degree of the Pox ; eſpe- 
cially when the Patient confeſſes a Guilt, 
they ſpeedily pronounce, Tis the Infection; 
making moſt of thoſe people that go to 
them for Advice, to believe they have the 
Pox, although they are never ſo free from 
it, for if the Patient but propoſe this un- 
happy queſtion, Sir, Do you not think 1 
bave the Foul Diſeaſe? They then as 
ſuddenly reply, Nes, rs. Thus many an 
harmleſs Perſon is inſnared through his 
own Ignorance, and cauſed to undergo 
ſuch ſtrange Courſes of Phy ſick, as too of- 
ten ruin beth Body and Purſe; Nay, the 
Miſery of their raſhneſs ends not here ; 
for. oftentimes ſuch Differences between 
Man and Wife are occaſioned by theſe Pro. 
ceedings, as cauſe a Diſorder in the Fa- 
mily their whole Life-time. As for Ex- 
ample, 

A Woman (who, I believe, is very ho- 
neſt) going to one who pretended to great 
Judgment in Urines, (and carrying her 
Urine to have his Advice) he plainly told 
her, ſhe had the Pox. He looked in her 
Throat, and told her, ſhe had an Ulcer 
there; and that if ſhe did not get a ſpeedy 
Cure, ſhe would loſe her Noſe in a ſhort on 
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This terrible Sentence much ſtartled 


the Woman; whereupon ſhe tells him, She 


= was only troubled with a pain in her Head 


(which was all ſhe ailed, and was occaſi- 


= oned only by Obſtru#ions) : He preſently 
pronounces the pain of her Head to be Ve- 
& nereal ; telling her, The Pox was in ber 

naw. : i 
Upon this, home ſhe goes, rails at her 
Husband, and reſolves: to be cured, what- 
ever it coſt 2 Her Husband adviſes her to 
come to me, which ſhe did, and deſired 
me to tell her, what I would have to cure 
her of this. (imaginary). terrible Diſeaſe, 
I made ſtrict Enquiry concerning the ſtate 
of her Body. All I could obſerve, was; 
that ſhe was ſometimes troubled with a 
pain in the Head; which, as I judged, 
was by Obſtruftions, as aforeſaid, I en- 
quired of her, whether her pain was No- 
cturnal, or no? Whether ſhe . had any 
pains in her Shoulders, Back, Arms, Thighs, 
Shins, or any of her Joynts ? or any Nodes, 
Excreſeencies, Running, or Soreneſs, or 
Difficulty of Urine, &c. In a word, I 
could find no way ſhe was infected; Where- 
upon I declared the was free from the Pox. 
She was diſſatisfied, and told me, ſne had 
an Ulcer in her Throat. I then looked in 
her Throat, and found all well, which I 
| affirm d 
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aſſirm'd to her: ſhe went home, and fe 
into a great Paſſjon, becauſe her Husband 
would not ſuffer her to go any more to 
the perſon that told her ſhe had the Pox. 
She being in this condition, her Husband 4 
comes to conſult me; upon which we a- 
greed to humour her Fancy, for ſhe being 
ſo far poſſeſſed with the imagination of this 
Diſeaſe, I thought it better to allow her 
Humour, than to oppoſe Reaſon to a Wo- 
man, who already had parted with hers ; 
beſides, knowing that the Mind is not ſo iy 
eaſily cured as the Body; and that imagi- 
nary Diſeaſes are more difficult to cure 
than real ones ; at her Husbands requeſt I 

viſited her ; ſhe complain'd much of her 
woful condition ; 3 I told her, I had conſi- 
dered her Caſe, and that I would take | 
care to Cure her ; upon which ſhe was 
very chearful, for ſhe knew ſeveral that I 
had cured. l Purged her five or ſix times | 
with my Pill, and gave her a few Doſes | 
of my Chalybeate Powder, which cleanſed | 
her Stomach, and open?d her Obſtructi- 
ons, by which means the pain in the Head 
left her, and ſhe remains very well, being 
thus cured of her imaginary Pox. But I 
fear a thorough Reconciliation between her 
and her Husband will take up © longer 
time. 
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Some time ſince, I was called to Viſit à 
perſon who was ſuppoſed ro have taken Por 
ſon; coming into the Room | 
I ſmelt a Cadaverous ſcent, Artiſts do not 
ſuch as uſually attend thoſe Flux in this 
that are Flux'd ; I obſerved manner. 
the Patient's Face | much | 
ſwollen, his Tongue hanging out of his 
Mouth, and much Driveling: I declared 
that he had taken ſome very rough Mercu- 
rial Medicine which Flux'd him, and that 
in a very ill manner ; the Patient could 
not utter one word, but made ſigns for a 
Pen and Paper, which being brought him, 
he wrote that he had taken only four Pills, 
which a perſon pretending to Phyſick, had 
given him to carry off an InfeRion, which 
he had received of a common Woman, 
ſometime before; and that he feared his 
Blood was much infected, by reaſon ſuch 
ſtrange accidents happened upon flirring 
the Humour, 

I could not forbear ſmiling at the Ti- 
midity of the Patient, wherefore I made 
ſearch for ſome Symptom of the Yenereal 
Diſeaſe, which 1 was very curious in do- 
ing, but all over his Body I could not find 
the leaſt ſign of any ſuch Diſtemper. I 
declared it my Opinion, that the Patient 
was abuſed. I inquired of the Nurſe whe- 

C ther 
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ther there were any of the Pills left ; the M 
ſhewed one, which I broke, and could 
plainly ſee the ſmall Particles of the Crude 
Quick ſilver in it ; I taſted it, and do 
really believe it was nothing but Quick- 
ſilver mix*d with Tereb : I cannot fay mor- 
tified, the Preparation being ſo imperfecgye; 
I do believe that the perſon who admini- 
fired the Pills, did deſign to have frighted 
the Patient into a belief of the real Pox, 
and by that means to have extorted a Sum 
of Money from him. 8 
The Patient (by writing) defired me to 
take Care of him. Upon which I inje- 
ted purgative Clyſters ; and by Cathar- 
tick Powders, and Diuretick Salts, I pre- 
Cipitated the Mercury; and the Patient 
ſoon regained his former Health, 
*Tis no hard matter to believe that I 
could inſtance many more ſuch like Ex- 
amples. 4 
But to paſs by many ſuch fort of Abuſes, 
Let us ſuppoſe the unhappy Patients to be 
really infected with the Pox ; and ſee 
then what Impoſt ors do to them, and how i 
ſtrangely they handſe them. = 
Here indeed the Patient's condition is 
moſt Deplorable; for as the W —— = 
gives the Clap, the Quack gives them the 
Pox : for there is not one Gonorrh ea in an 
* hundred,

hundred, that theſe Fellows carry off as 


W they-ought ; for their Common Caſtyme is 
this, after they have given five or (ix Pur- 
ges, perhaps not ſo many then tticy uſe 


Reftringents, which ſtop the Running, until 
they foul the Blood, and confirm a Pox. 
Others of them upon the firſt ſight of the 


Diſeaſe, uſe a Reſtringent injection; which 
W repels the Humour, and dryes the Ulcer ; 
Which either breaks out again, in a ſhort 
time, into a Running, or otherwiſe cer- 


teinly confirms a Pox. Nor can there be 


am Method more irrational than this way 


of hindring Nature of throwing off the 
Diſeaſe; yet will theſe bold Fellows pre- 
tend to argue (though falſly) that the Diſ- 


eaſebeing an Ulcer in the part, nothing can 
de more proper chan to make a Local Ap- 
phieation;they may as well pretend to cure 


a poy ſoned Petſon, without expelling the 
Poy ſon; ot the Bite of a Mad Dog, by 
lay ing on a Red Lead Plaiſter. 

FE have ſeen forme that have been thus 
injuriouſly treated, for they having had the 
Running ſtopp'd; in a few days, the yeno- 
mous Matter has fallen into the Cod and 
made horrible work; many times the Stones 
and Cod mortifie to the Death of the Pati- 
ent, if not prevented by judicious Applicati- 
ons, nor do any of theſe Patients ſtand long 

C 2 ſound 
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ſound if they miſs theſe Accidents, for no 
Venome can in any manner be corrected, 

much leſs eradicated by Local Applicati- 
ons, nothing but internal Medicines, and 


thoſe noble Preparations of Mercury, can 


extirpate this Diſeaſe. | 
Give me leave here to obſerve, that 


theſe bold ignorant Fellows that impudent- 


ly pretend to uſe no Mercury, do always 
uſe the very worſt ſort of it, and that in 
2 qe Quantities, by which much 


urt is done; whereas ingenious Artiſts, 


that prepare all ſorts of Mercuria / Medi- 


cines, and are well experienced in the Na- 


ture of each, do freely own the noble 


Name, and give ſuch neceſſary caution to 
the Patient as is requiſite, by which great 


Cures are perſorm d, and no Danger un- 
dergone, ſor Mercury truly prepared and 
diſcreetly given, is a moſt innocent Medi- 
cine, and as natural to the Body, as Wine 
to a good Fellow, c | 7 

Others of them, who do not Pancy Re- 
ſtringents, purge the Patient continually 


Vith one or other violent Medicine, which 


Debilitates the Body, but never, perhaps, 
cortects the Malignity of the Diſeaſe. 
Thus theſe ſorts of Perſons bring their Pa- 
tients oſtentimes into incurable Conſum- 
ptions; and ſome they ſo ſtrangely 
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by their exceeding hot and ſharp Purges, 


1 that the Blood and Humours being made 


thin and the Parts weak, great Inflamati- 
on often happens, and many times the ill 
Treating of Gonorrhes's at the beginning, 
makes them very difficult to be carried off, 
although the Patient at laſt happens into 
the Hands of an Experienc'd Artiſt. Great 
Swellings of the Teſticles are often occaſi · 
oned by the barbarous Uſage of theſe ig- 
norant Perſons, and their ill prepared Me- 
dicines. As for Example, a young Gentle- 
man having a Gonorrhea, had the ill For- 
tune to meet with a perſon who (as the 
Sequel will inform you) was a more dange- 
rous Enemy than his Diſtemper ; the Gen- 
tleman having made known his Diſeaſe, the 
Undertaker ſoon agrees on a price for the 


Cure, in*order to which he gives the Pa- 


tient (ix Pills to take the next Morning. - 
which Pills gave him near thirty Stools, in- 
flaming his Body very much, and yet the 
next Day the poor Gentleman was ordered 
to take ſix Pills more, which gave him be- 
tween Thirty and forty Stools, cauſing 
much Blood to come from him by Stool, 
with moſt violent Tor tions of the Guts: 
The third day, he being ill, was Ad- 
viſed to ſend for me; I viſited him, and 


| found him weak and feveriſh, and falling 


G 3 into 


* 
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into fainting Fits, which was ocesſioned by 
the Expence oſ Spirits; ; his 
* Sweiled, Yard was much * Tumifed, 
and violent pain in making 
Water. I declared his Caſe to be very 
Dangerous, and would not meddle till they 
ſent for his Undertaker, that I might Ex- 
amine what had been given. him; while I 
thus Adviſed, in comes the Perſon who had 
given him the Pills; hedid not know me, 
wherenpon, I deſired he would tell me 
w hat he had done, and what he thought 
of the Patient: Upon which, he pulling his 
Hat over his Eyes, and gravely putting 
the Head of his Cane to his Lips, in a 
formal manner utters theſe very words.

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cine, but the buſineſs of recovering the 
Patient being more neceſſary, than repro- 


ving the Block-head, this (no Doctor, but 


& broken Taylor) was ſoon diſmiſſed, and I 


did, with great Care and little Phyſick, by 
God's permiſſion, cure the Patient ; who, 
I believe, for the future will take care how 
he ventures his Life upon any occafion in 
the Hands of ſuch Cheats. 

'Tis a ftrange thing that a Man will ſcarce 
buy a Horſe, or a Woman a Petticoat, 
without conſulting a Friend; and yet 
where their Lives are concern'd , they 
take ſo little Care; ſo they have but Phy- 


ſick, they care not from whence it comes; 


they will not make a Purchaſe without able 
Advice, nor lend their Money without 
ſtrict inquiry after the Security; but they 
eaſily truſt their Bodies in the hands of 
every Fellow, that is only made Doctor 
by his his own Bill, that lives out of the 
way, in ſome-by-place or other; tis like 
buying Goods of Hawkers, who , when 
they have cheated you, are nat to be found; 
whereas in an eminent Shop you have a 
better Commodity, and the Trader ſtands 
too much upon his Reputation to wrong 


you; or if he ſhould, you know where to 


find him, and he is able to make you ſa- 
tisfaction, your Money may be returned, 
* C 4 or 
Pe 
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or the Goods changed; but your having 
ro do with Cheats in Phyſick is much 
worſe ; for *tis not only your Money they 
deceive you of, but your Healths, and 
ſometimes Life ; nor are theſe Fellows the 
cheapeſt, for they are generally neceſſitous, 
and will therefore be ſure to Fleece the 
poor Patient; whereas, on the contrary, 
Men of Ability, by reaſon they have a 
greater number of Patients, are more able 
to uſe all the kinder; with ſuch every 
Swallow doth not make a Summer ; and 
and ſuch having found it their Intereſt as 
well as Duty to be Honeſt, will, no doubt, 
continue ſo. You do not imploy your 
Taylors to make you Shoes, nor your Shoe- 
makers to make your Cloaths, but each 
in his particular Art; and yet how ridicu- 
lous and filly are many Men, that will truſt 
their Bodies with Coblers and Botchers in 
Medicine, rather than ſeek out for Lear. 
ned Phyſicians, and Skilful Chyrurgeons, 
who are the only Men able to cure this 
Malady in all its Circumſtances. 


CHAP. 
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The ſeveral ways of Curing the Lues F 
„ 


7 


S there is great variety in the Nature 
1 of this Diſeaſe, ſo are there ſeveral 
ways uſed for the Curing. of it, among 
which ſome are ſo dangerols, that many 
perſons have periſned in their ſuppoſed 


3 Cure; and others have been attended by 


ſuch fierce Accidents, as, neither time nor 


XF care could ever remedy. As for Example, 


1. Fumigat ion by Cinnaber, that old dan- 
gerous way, hath proved it ſelf ſo pernici- 
ous, that the uſe of it is almoſt quite left. 

But that I may, not throw a Stone at a 
Dog, without ſhewing a reaſon why, pray, 
obſerve what Cinnaber is; *tis either Na. 
tural, or Artificial, but which foever ſort 
is uſed, the parts are Quick-filver and Sul- 
phur, aud the Fume that ariſes from it is 
the Quick-ſilver, Which by means of 
Heat evaporating, enters the Pores, and 
oft times raiſes the Salivation ſo ſaddenly, - 
that the Patient is overwhelmed by the 


Violence of it. S Un? A

Unguent ; a way hou h commonly uſed, 
yet not mib 43>. or by the Vuguent, 
many times the Salivation riſes ſo fiercely, 
that the Patient is ſuffocated ;* moreover;

z. Salivation by Medicine given at the 
Mouth, which is much fafer, and I am 
certain, much more ſure : For, firft, This 


is, or ought to be done by ſome Mercurial 


Medicine neatly prepared, which you may 
give according to the ſtrength of the 
Patient, Sill obſerving to augment or di- 
miojſh the Doſe, as may be thought fit: 
And herein particularly it exceeds the for- 
mer, that when the Salivation is raiſed; if 
the Artiſt think fit to put it up higher, a 
Doſe is eaſily given; or if it chance to pre- 
cipitate , *cis but ſtopping the Looſneſs, 
and then raifing it to what degree is Judg- 
ed fit. Whereas by Union it muſt be 
ventured.; and if the Flux be not high e- 
nough, you cannot make any frefli Frica- 
tion /; but muſt apply this way or None. 
Let me only add, That at the Mouth 1 
can give divers Mercurial Preparations all 
ſafe; but ſome more Gentle than other, 
according to the Habit of Body of the 
Patient. Whereas by CzGion you have 
nothing

nothing to rely on but the very Quick- 
ſilver. 


4. Sweating ; which is divers ways to be 
cauſed; ſome uſe the Hot. bouſe, Stuvia, 
Bannio, Hummum : Others ufe the Tub, 
or Box, and Cradle, &c. Some make a 
Stove, wherein the Patient fits, with his 
Head our, and is ſweated by a Pan of 
Charcoal : But tis a moſ# dangerous Way: 
For the fume which ariſes from the Coals, 
doth much hurt to the Nerves, and like- 
wiſe to the Lungs. For although the 
Head be out, and thereby the Danger of 
Suffecatig be prevented, yet the ill Yapour 
doth and will penetrate through the Pores 
of the Bedy; and hath an Injurious Qua- 
lity. 

The beſt way of Sweating is in the Stu- 
via, where the Patient being well rubb'd, 
Sweat is more eaſily procured. Next to- 
this is the Tub or Box, which may be ea- 
fily conveyed to the Patients Chamber : 
In this they are ſweated by burning Spirit 
cf Wine, which comforts the Limbs, and 
dries all Sores ; this being ſet by the Bed- 
fide, the Patient eaſily gets in, is ſweated; 
and to Bed again, taking care to avoid 
catching Cold, which is really the greateſt 
Enemy in the world to all Pocky * 
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both theſe ways of Sweating I have often 
found Inftrumental in the Cure of the 
Pox ; for it throws out much of the Vi- 
rulency by the pores of the Skin, and 
procures the ſpeedy ſcaling and falling a- 
way of the Scabs, and abateth pains in the 
Shoulders, Shins, or any part of the Bo- 
dy : I have found great Nodes to be much 
helped by Sweating. But let no Man de- 
pend on this alone. | 


5. Diet, which is a ſafe way, working 
moderately, and ſometimes ſurely; my 
meaning here is by the uſe of a good con- 
venient Diet-drinkzaptly fitted to the Con- 


ſtitution of the Patient. For although 


ſome are of Opinion that neither Sar ſa Chi. 
na, Sar ſafras or Guacum have any power 
in curing ag I 1 they are in the 
wrong, for ve, by great Experience 
found the Efficacy of them, being juſtly 
prepared: But I muſt allow that ſome 
Men do much hurt by the unadviſed uſe 
of Diet-drinþs, partly by Ignorance, and 
partly by Avarice, making too much uſe 
of Guacum, both Wood and Bark, which 
not only too much exſiccates, but often 
inflames the Body by it its exceſlive Heat; 
for tis moſt common among ſome Men, 
to rely too much upon the Fame of theſe or 
other 


"0 > 
other. Drugs, imagining that ſo long as 
they have but great ſlore of Drugs in their 
Dizt-drinks, they cannot do amiſs, when 
jadeed the only Matter is in-diſpenſing 
proper quantities of this or that Drug. 
according to the Nature of the Diſeaſe, 
or the Conſtitution of the Patient; for 
ſome Men are ſatisfied, when they know 
an Antivenereal is uſed, never conſidering 
that in weak perſons that are Emaciated 
by the Diſtemper, they muſt avoid the uſe 
of Guacum, or its Bark; or that in Cho- 
lorick perſons the uſe of ſuch hot Medi. 
eines are dangerous, and yet uſed with 
good ſucceſs in Plethorick Bodies, More- 
over I have obſerved great miſtakes in ma- 
ny (ho undertake to Cure this Diſeaſe 
by Diet) in ſuffering; their Patients to go 
abroad conſtantly in the time of their 
Cure, whereas: Reaſon directs the contra- 
ry for thoſe whorundergo a Courſe of 
Diet-dritk, ought takerp in their Cham- 
bers, and to keep their Bodies very warm 
to help Perſpiration, which Cuſtom (al- 
though i feldam obſervẽd here) is conſtant- 
ly; uſed in: Spain Itah, and other parts; 
por ought thoſe who take a Diet- drink, to 
he allowed any other Drink, not ſo much 
ag their Meals; nor do I mean that any 
mand: rely only: on this way of Cure; 2 

ve 
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due conſideration. muſt be had tb purge ſo 
often as the Conſtitution, or the Circum-- 
© ſtances of the Patient xequire , | beſides 
Sweating two or three times a week; 
as ſtrength will allow. 


6. Purging, which is a ſafe and ſure 
way; and daily Experience teacheth, that 
many VenereallCaſes are treatediby no other. 
means, and et are very well cured; and 
I can with modeſty affirm, that I have 
cured many hundreds by this way alone; 
for what other way can, or may be uſed 
to poor unhappy wretches, where Por and 
Poverty are compliratud; and tis to he oh- 
ſerved, that although few of the ſoremen- 
tioned means are able to cure this Diſcaſe 
without the help of Purging; yet this way 
hath cured many without other helps; but 
I do not here mean the common uſe of Ca. 
tharticks,butPurging by ſome nablePreparar 
tion, - whithchath the: powerful: quality of / 
correct ing the Venereal Venom; and re- 
ſtoring Vigour to the Body, whereby it 
may be able to throw off the Diſeaſe; and 
indeed J have ſeen: many ſtrange Gaſes 
wherein no other Medigine> has heen uſed, 
but my Antivenereal Pill, which being took 
once in two days, for ſome time, has work- 
| ed off the Diſeaſe to a Miracle. But as p 

ö : nie 
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uſe all the Integrity imaginable, ſo I would 
not be miſunderſtood, for I do not mean 
that every ſort of Pox is to be cured by 
Purging, though many are. 


7. Iſues, upon which formerly many 
relyed, as a certain Cure; but they will 
not do here among us, yet I have uſed 
this way with ſucceſs in ſome confirmed 

Poxes, for they cleanſe the Body, and Ac- 
celerate the Cure many ways, as by Eva- 
cuating the Humour, and many times by 
Revulſion. In Ozena's I commonly make 
2 Fontinel in each Arm, and a Seton in 
the Neck, cheſe promote a Cure, eſpeci- 
ally if the Patient have a Catharr or Ai bma; 
but Iſſues of themſelves are not able to 
overcome the Malignity of this Diſeaſe; 
however they are neceſſary for all perſons 
that labour under the Pox, excepting thoſe 
who are to undergo the Salivation, and 
ſuch I always adviſe to dry up their Iſſues 
upon the beginning of a Salivating Courſe, 
it being then no way proper to dry the Bo- 
dy, leaſt Juices be wanting to maintain tge 
Spitting its proper time, beſides, cold would 
be taken by drefling them during the Sali- 
„ane een e | 
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CHAP. VI. 
| The true way of Curing the Lues 
Venerea. 


OW ſince ſo many ways are, or may 
be uſed to cure this Diſeaſe, 'tisthe 
Duty of every honeſt Artiſt, rightly to 
conſider the Patients caſe, and juſtly to 
weigh what ſort of Cure may be moſt fit 
for each, for as there is a great variety 
in the Diſeaſe, ſo muſt there be in the 
Cure ; ſome perſons muſt of neceſlity keep 
up, other have not, nay, cannot have the 
conveniency of retirement,ſome Bodies will 
admit of the moſt rough ways of Cure, 
others muſt have more gentle mcans uſed. 


Firſt, Obſerve, there are 
ſome ſorts and degrees of the Foul Bones, 
Pox, that no internal Medi. | 
cine can reach; no Fume, no Salivation, 
no Diet, Purgation, or Sweating can Cure. 
What's then to be done? Where Medi- 
cine cannot reach, Manual Operation muſt ; 
for wherever the Pox fouls a Bone, nothin 
but laying open, and Exfoliating can anal, 
there. 
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therefore if the Cranium, or any Bone be 
foul, it muſt be laid bare, ſc far as is con- 
venient, and dreſſed with detergent and 
exſiccating Powders, and the part kept dry 
as poſſible, that ſo the Bone may ſcale. 
In the Arms and Shins, or any other part 
lay open all foul Bones, nor ever attempt 
the Cure any other way, for every mans 
Reafon will direct, that nothing but lay- 
Ing open can be proper, wherever a Bone 
is foul; and *tis wonderful to obſerve, how 
Nature will help to diſcharge the Malig- 
nant matter, and what eaſe the Patient 
will have, when the Bone is bare, and ſo 
conſequently aVent given to diſcharge what 
before lay gna w ing the part; ſo that the Pa- 
tient being aptly dreſs'd once in 12 hours, 
there will be little more to do, unleſs you 
will make uſe of a good Sarſa drink, or 
ſome other proper Antivenereal which (if 
the Patient can be at the charge of it) will 
much accelerate the cure and reſtore the 

| ſtrength by amending the ill habit 
of Body. Now *tis to be obſer- 
| red that all ſuch Patients, who are 

afflicted with foul Bones, are old Sinners; 
for no man pets a foul Bone at firſt, but 
the remains of old Poxes (either ſlighted 
by the Patient, or ill ordered by the Un- 
dertaker,) terminate in this Melancholy 
8 circum- 
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circumſtance ; and further 'tis to be noted 


n that all ſuch are emaciated, (for no man 
nd ever grew Fat with the Pox in his bones) 
ry tis therefore highly reaſonable to aſſiſt Na- 
le. ture always imaginable, unleſs the Patients 
rt poverty hinder ; for theſe people that ſuf- 
pt fer the Diſeaſe to come to this height, ge- 
1s nerally are waſted in their Purſes as well 


— as their Bodies; and tis not reaſonable that 
e the Patients poverty ſhould prove the Sur 


v geons Diſgrace; far if good Nutriment and 
jo convenience of place, &. be wanting, it 
t will de hard for nature tg ſupport. it ſelf 
ö in this ſort of cure; eber humanity 
; urges Pity, yet Charity ſeldom allows help 


- to the wretched in this ſort of Pox. But 
| let no one deſpair, or be frighted at this 
Diſcourſe, for I muſt be plain, or elſe 
not hcneſt ; this I count. the moſt deplo- 
rable caſe of any, and yet.I thank God, I 
live to ſee many whoſe Bones, I laid open 
ſome ten, ſome twenty years fince, and 
ſome more; and theſe now ſtrong healthy 
men and women having had ſeveral chil- 
dren ſince, who carry no marks of their 
Parents misfortunes. Tis not three days 
ſince I, had a man by the hand, who.about 
eighteen years ago, was moſt violently tor- 
tured, with raging pains in his right Leg 
and Thigh, but more eſpecially in his 
Wrde Shin; 


r 
Shin; abundance of Advice he had, and 
many fruitleſs Courſes he endured, his 
fleſh waſted away z nor could he ſleep with- 
out the help of powerful Brandy : he was 
 Wrapt up in Plaiſters and Flannel, and 
deluded with the imagination of a Rheu- 
matiſm by a Grave, but ignorant Preten- 
der, who one while took away Blood, an- 
other while purged him, but all to no 
purpoſe ;* puts him in a Milk Diet, and 
there leaves him; at laſt J was ſent for, and 
ſoon found (by the Elevation of his Shin- 
bone, and the quaſſing of the Pus) that 
5 * his Bone was foul, __ 
Rotten. which ITopencd it, and foud 
d excreamly © Camas 1 
then Canteriz*'d the Bone, and dreſſed it 
properly twice aday, giving him a Refto.. | 
rative Diet drink. I took out of his Log 
ſeyeral pieces of the Rotten bone, one of 
them ſix Inches long, all of them as black 
as Ink, T then cleanſed the Ulcer, and 
healed it up, and I dare ſay, it has not 
coſt him half a Crown a year in Phyſick 
rn en 2 
Ido really, believe, that many Die eve- 
ry year in this City 'of this ſort of Pox, 
whoſe Diſeaſe was never known by its 
true Name, © 5 
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£2. Chankers or Ulcers on the Glaus, 
or on the Prepuce, require a careful Head 
and Hand to manage rightly z and I am 
oft certain, that the Major part of Man- 
ind which have ſuffered by the Pox, 
may date the Original of their Miſeries 
from the neglect of theſe Sores. But let 
no man miſtake me, nor yet his own, caſe, 
for I do not mean Excoriations of either 
Glans or Prepuce, for theſe are cured in a 
Day or two. But Venemous Chankers re- 
quire both time and care, 
ſuch as carry a hardneſs all The {ns of 
round the Sore: For. tho? a trae Chan: 
they appear never ſo ſmall, ker, 


yet muſt they be eſteemed as 


particular Poxes, from which confirmed 
Poxes too often proceed. The true Cure 
conſiſts in being well digefted, all repelling 
Medicines being avoided, for ſuch, inſtead 
of drawing out the Venome, ſtrike it in, 
and Pox to the Center. Tis an inhumane 
Cruelty to make ſlight of ſuch Sores, as 
many do, aſſuring the Patient they are 
but ſight matters; a few Dreſſings and a 
few Purges will ſecure all as they pretend; 
Thus 7 Party into a dangerqus 
Pox, as fix Months, or may be, leſs will 


ſhew. I ſay therefore, that all Chankers 
muſt be Rtrongly digeſted. ; the Patient 
| 5 * 3 0 
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ought to Purge and Sweat often, and x 
good Diet-drink would do well; but Sa- 
tivarion better than all; for if upon heal 
ing the Chankers the hardneſs remain; yau 
may be ſure the Venome is not Eradicated, 
and you muſt be forced to Salivate beſore 
you can be ſafe. | 

I have ſeen Chankers that nothing but 
Salivation could conquer, whoſe Callous 
Lips 'wo Corroſive could conſume '; for ſup- 
poſe a Patient hath a Sharpneſs of Blood, 
from an Old Venereal Cauſe, you will find, 
to your no ſmall Trouble, how difficultly ſuch 
a Man's Chankers will admit of Cure.

On the contrary, A Patient of a good 
habit of Body, whof very Blood ts a Bal- 
fam, from him you ſhall have a more eaſie 
Digeſtion, and all your Medicines more 
ſucceſs, but care muſt be taken in all that 


you repel not. | 


I have known a great Man ſtrangely 
impoſed on, by being ſeveral times cured, as 
he thought, of many Pocky Chankers, when 
they were really only common Excoriat ioxs. 
This perſon had the good Luck at laſt to be 
adviſed to ſend for [me He ſhewing me 
his caſe, I preſently obſerved he had a 

ſtrait Prepure, which I cauſing him = — 
Wh > | | | cn, 
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back, found the Glans and part of the 
Prepuſe Excoriated, and ſmoaking with heat, 
which Pocky Chankers never do. I cleanſed 
the part, and applied a Defenſative, by 
which means all was well by the next day : 
He was well pleaſed with my Integrity, 
and gave me a large reward. He wonder- 


ing much at his fudden Cure, told me his 


former Caſes were one and the ſame "ih 
that which I had cured him of, by whic 

means I diſcovered how he had been abuſed, 
for he had been Bathed, Purged, and cau- 
ſed to take many Medicines for. twenty or 
thirty days, and then had paid, as for a 
Teal Pox. But in all his Cures (as he call'd 


| them) his Undertaker had never applied 


any thing to the part, but only injeded 
with a Syringe between the Glaus and the 
Prepuce, ſo that the matter which came 
from the Excoriation, having nothing to 
imbibe it, ſay always fretting, and that con- 
tinued it ſore ſo long. 

*Tis too common for Ignorant, or elſe 
Avaritious Men to impoſe ſuch things on 
Credulous or unexperienc'd People of both 
Sexes, and theſe Cheats being ſo frequent, 
is the Reaſon that many times Paticnts are 
not willing to believe an honeſt Artiſt when 
he tells them the danger of their Caſe ; 

| X what 
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what a barbarous Man an honeſt Surgeon 
is thought, when he truly and faithfully 
tells his Patient at firſt ſight, that *tis 
a Venomous Chauker, and that he ought 
to Flux for it. People ſpeak of theſe mat- 
ters as they do of ſin, tis but a little one, 
they little know and will not bè in formed; 
they hear Relations of the bite of a Mad 
Dog, and they believe them, but they can- 
not believe their own Caſe ſc bad as the 
honeſt Artiſt tells them, tis 
The Chanker, but a very ſmall Sore, it was 
yeſterday but a little Pimple, 
but indeed it begins to grow bigger; this 
is their wiſe Diſcourſe, and thus perha 
they let it grow till *tis big enough to 
called a Foul! Ulcer, by which time it has 
(like the Indiax TR infected the whole 
Maſs of Blood; then muſt they be cured 
exactly by ſuch a day, (though tis impoſ- 
ſible) or elſe all the Fat's in the Fire. I 
confeſs I love a ſpeedy Cure, as much as 
any Man, but withal, I love a ſafe one; 
nothing can properly be ſaid to be done, 
that's done by halves; and I am of Sexe. | 
ca's mind, who ſays, that nothing is pro- 
fitable but what is honeſt ; let therefore 
the Patient be neither frighted, nor. flat- 
tered, but told the Truth, for that in the 
end will prove moſt advantageous to both 
Patient and Practiſer, | But 
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But, als | There's yet another unhap- 
py Accident, that too often proves the ruin 
of the Patient, and that is an unlucky Ac- 
quaintaace with ſome Medicafter, that, is 
his Pot Companion; one that talks con- 
tinually of Cures he never did, who cries 
you may drink any thing in his Company, 
never fear, hell do your work, he has cu- 
red a Taouſand ſuch ; do but equip him 
with ſuch a ſum which, he ſays, is only 
to buy Drugs) and he will be hangd if 
you are not well by ſuch a day; all this he 
binds with many horrid Oaths, but never 
performs atittle ; therefore in this Cir- 
cumſtance, above all others, be careful 
how you truſt a Bottle-Friznd, without 
being extreamly well aſſured of his Care, 
Ability ard Integrity. 

Caruncles, commonly called Car noſit ies. 
theſe lye in the Urethra, wich is the paſ- 
ſage of the Yard, and ſome times at the 
very neck of the Bladder : I have ſeen 
ſome perſons ſo ſtopped up, that they could 
not make one drop of Urine but by the 
help of a Catheter. This ſort of Pox re- 
quires a great Care; for you muſt, by the 
nie of Corroſives, conſume and eat away 
all that you can come at of the Carnoſity : 
Ar the ſame time duly conſidering how to 
avold Defluxion of Humours, therefore the 

Patient 
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Patient muſt uſe a convenient Apozeme, 
Tizux, or Diet- Drink, relating to his Age 
and Conſtitution; for you muſt obſerve, 
that a Man of ſorty or fifty years, muſt 
be treated differently from one of half that 
Age; and you muſt not omit accurately 
to obſerve that all the Durity be con- 
ſumed. 

Now pray obſerve, that this ſort of 
Pox is not got at once, as a Chanber, or a 
Running is, but this is a confirm'd Pox, 
occaſioned by ill management of a Clap, 
or Running, for no Man ever had a Car- 
noſity, but ne who had a Clap before; and 
ſometimes the unadviſed uſe of a long 
Pipe Syringe has wounded the Vretbra, and 
from that Sore a Carzofity has riſen ; other 
times the Virulent Matter which runs in a 
Clap, continuing ſo long, and the Parts 
not being relieved by Annodyne Medicines, 
but inflamed by rough and improper 
| Means, the Urethra having ſuffered ex- 
treamly by being too much and too long 
Ulcerated , Caruncles ariſe, very difbcult 
to be diſſolv'd; fuch Ciſes as this I 
have often obſerved, particularly lately in 
a youth about Eighteen years of Age, 
who having a Clap, was ſo ill handled by 
a Quack, that after he ſuffered the Perſe- 
cution of twelve Months, having bis 72 
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dy loaded with innumerable Pills, Bolus's 
and horrid Drinks, he came to me with 
a long Tent ſtopp'd into the Pens the 
Urethra full of Caruncles, and the Glans 
having loſt his Sence, become hard as a 
Kernel, the Urine having forced its way 
through an Ulcer by the rim of the Glaus, 
his Body Emaciated and very HeQtick. I 
could not here attempt the general Cure, 
till I had, by great Care, prepared his Bo- 
dy by cleanſing the Ulcer, and Bathing his 
whole Body, by which means I ſoſtned the 
Durity of his Glan and Urethra, and then 
applying my Candle and Corroſives, made 
way far the paſſing of the Urine, which fo 
ſoon as I had accompliſhed, I gave him a 
ſtrict Salivation, which did the work. 

Sweating and Bathing is of great uſe in 
this Cure, for they relax and ſoften the 
part, and help much to digeſt and prevent 
Inflammation, which often happens, but 
eſpecially in Men of years. 

Generally in caſes of this Nature, after 
I have done what is poſſible by my Can- 
dle, and Corrofives, if I feel the leaſt hard- 
neſs to remain, I Salivate my Patient; or 
if Lomit that, I am ſure to give a good 
Diet-Drink, and to Purge ſo often as need 
requires, and many times, to finiſh the Work, 
I order a Milk-Diet. 
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Bubo's or Puulaines, theſe are Pocky 
Swellingt in the Grun, in the Cure of 
theſe, let the Patient Eat, Drink and be 
Merry | account theſe the moſt favourable 
fort of Pox; let him Eat p/entifully of the 
hotteſt Meats, and Drink the ſtrongeſt Li. 
quors, to incourage the Natural heat to 
throw out the Malignant Matter; let the 
Swelling be anointed with ſome Suppurating 
Ungnent, with a ſtrong Sappurating Cata- 
plaſin on it, it may not be amiſs once in 
twenty four hours to apply A large Cupping- 
Glaſs to help forward the Tumour, great 
Care muſt be taken that the matter do not 
return, and caution uſed not to open the 
| wh until it be fully Suppurate, and then 
© to open it, that it may not become Fi- 
ſtulous, for though no ſort of Pox is fo 
eaſie to cure as this, yet many Patients 
miſcarry, by wanting ſuch Surgeons as 
rightly underſtand the method of curing 
Bybo's, for I have met with ſeveral Perſons 
that have had their Bubo's ſo ill treated, 
that they have become Cancerous, ard with 
much difficulty have admitted of Cure, 
theſe Sores cught to be digeſted, and a 
moderate Diet kept, after they are opened; 
they ſhould be always Dreſſed with a Com- 
preſs Bandage, and towards the end of the 
. Cure, 
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Cure, it will he convenient to Purge, Sweat 
and Bath, as ſtrength will allow, and aftcr 
all, a good Diet-drink would make ſure 
work. 

You mult take care you have no hard- 
neſs, and if you find it ſtubborn and not 
kindly ro yicld to your Medicine, then give 
the Patient a Doſe of ſome proper Mercu- 
rial once in three or four days, which 
will correct Malignity, and reduce it to a 
proper Temper, I have met with ſome Bu- 
bo's ſo very incorrigible, the whole habit 
of Body being ſo vitiated, that I have 
been forced to adminiſter my Balſjamick, 
Powder during the whole Cure. Nor will 
it {be amiſs to obſerve, that where the 
Patient has miſcarried for want of right 
and fit Applications, the Bubo having de- 
generated into various Cells with divers 


. Orrifices, you muſt in all ſach Caſes, ap- 


ply a large Cauſtick, and by that means 
lay into one, that ſo the work may all lye 
fairly before you, for if any part of it be 
leſt cayous the Malignancy of the Humour 
is fo great that it will corrode on all it 
meets with, and eat up the very Muſcles 
till all the Thigh be conſumed. 

Ulcers in the Throat, or on the Vvula 
or Pallat of the Mouth; theſe are confir- 
med Poxes, generally proceeding from ſome 
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particular old Pox, but ſometime new, and 
got as is mentioned in the ſecond Chapter; 
however, new or old, they are very De- 
ſtruttive ; theſe Ulcers muſt be cleanſed by 
touching them with ſtrong detergent Me- 
dicines; ror muſt any Salvation be per- 
formed upon perſons thus afflicted, until 
the particular Cure of the part be firſt 
performed, leſt tne parts, already weak 
and inflamed, ſhould ſuffer damage by a 
too ſudden Flux of Humours ; but after 
the Ulcers are once cured, the general 
Cure may more ſafely be performed. The 
ſame Obſervation ought to be made in 
Ozena's; nor do the Ulcers of the Throat 
threaten leſs than the Fall of the Noſe, 
where they are neglected, for the matter 
that flows from the Ulcer, doth often foul 
the Os Spangioſum and Cribriforme, where 
the matter once lodged, ſoon becomes an 
inveterate Enemy. 

Theft Ulcers are by ignorant Pzople oft 
miſtaken for common ſore T hroats cr 
Colds, and ſometimes for Quinzeys; but 
they differ much, for theſe ſeldom ſwell the 
Throat, but cauſe a Hoarſeneſs, and though 
they are very Venemous, yet few People 
that have them, ſeek out for help in time, 
but are daily palliating the Diſtemper, till 
at laſt it gets Head, and wi be cured by 
. nothing 
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nothing but Salivation ; theſe Ulcers often 
Eat away the Uvula, and cauſe a hollow 
Voice. | 

I have known a Man indure Ulcers in 
theſe parts above two years, and by conti- 
nual Phyſicking, he has abated the raging 
of the Diſtemper ; but never got wel, ill 
at laſt his Vuula dropping off into his 
Mouth; he came to me, and did undergo 
a ſevere Salivation, which ſet him right. 

I have ſeen perſons who often have had 
large Ulcers in the Throat, which have 
ſoon diſappeared ; but I never think my 
Patients cured in ſuch a caſe, till they have 
undergone a Salivation. 

Yet I know ſeveral People, who will read 
this, will tell me, 1 have cur'd them their 
ſelves of Ulcers in the Throat, and other 
parts too, and that without ever Fluxing 
them, or ſo much as making their Mouths 
ſore in the leaſt, I know *tis true; but 
yet I have offered them Salivation, but 
their Circumſtances being ſuch as they 
could not poſlibly undergo it, I have been 
forced to uſe other means. But Iam indea- 
vouring to ſet truth on its right bottom, 
and do therefore declare, that in the gene- 
ral, Salivation is the beſt Cure for this ſort 
of Pox. 
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Ozera; this is a pocky Ulcer in the 
Noſe, and of very dangerous conſequence; 
*tis the effect of old Ulcers in the Threat, 
ard has a Communication with the ſaid 
Uicersz for no Man ever loſt his Noſe by 
the Pox, but who firſt had U'cers in his 
Throat, and the Matter having fouled the 
Bones and cauſed Ozens, the Foundation 
rotten, the Noſe falls in or ſhrinks up. 
although ſometimes the end or tip of the 
Noſe is ſeized by an Inflammation, which 
turns to an Herpes, and Eats up the Noſe, 
and ſo conſtquently lays all flat; but this 
never happens but where an old Pox has 
been in the Throat. | have known a Ve- 
nereal Patient, who by diſorderly living, 
having a great Inflammation on his Noſe, 
was treated very improperly with repelling 
Medicines, by a bold and ignorant Man, 
who had uſurpd the Name of Surgeon, 
and had moſt indiſcreetly opened the tip 
of the Noſe with a Launcet, which Sore in 


three days eat away the Tip, ard had eat 


up all, if I had not by ſpeedy Salivating 
him, put a check to the Corroding Hu- 
mour, 'tis therefore no proper way to make 
outward Application to the Noſe in Vene- 


real Caſes, and but very few Medicines 


are proper to uſe is Ozena's, 
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Uſe Barly water thrown up the Noſtril 
with a Syringe, or ſometime Tincture of 
Myrrhe in Aq. Cal. a large Seton to make 
Revulfion, but the general Cure is no way 
to be attempted but by Salivation. 

The YVenerea! Aſthma. This is the ef- 
fect of an old Pex, and yet I am ſure 
many labour under it, that little now 
what they ail; this is a Devil ſeldom ever 
caſt out, ſhort and ſtinking Breath, an 
Husky Cough, much walling of the Fleſh, 
and great Sweating, eſpecially in the Night. 
with great ſ:renels in the Breaff, moſt 
commonly accompanied with univerſal 
Pains, are the ſigns of this ſort of Pox, 
but People many times either wilſully or 
ignorantjy miſcal it the Scurvey, Conſum- 
prion, or a Surfeit, and many die under this 
Notion, moſt of which leave t heir Cham 
bers and Cloſets fill'd with Gally-pors and 
Glaſles, and their Executors to pay long, 
but uſeleſs Bills. But taking it rightly, 'tis 
but ſeldom cured, for where the Lungs are 
affected the party is generally brought ſo 
low, before the Cure is attempred, that 
Natute can aſſiſt but little; and here no 
Salivetion can be admitted, the Cure muſt - 
be attempted by Reſtoratives, ſuch as Sar- 
ſo, China, with Pe&orais, with very mode- 
tete Seats, and large Fontanels in the” * 
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hI3riders, Aﬀes-milk, or Cows-milk mixt 
with the Diet-drink, moderate Purgatives, 
and thoſe mixed with Pe&orals , until 
ſtrength be attained ;, and when you have 
a fir time of the year, and all needful ſup- 
plies, a gentle Flux may be raiſed, but not 
continued too long leaſt while you are cu- 
ring the Patient of the Pox, you bury him 
of a Conſumption. | 

Many other Accidents may happen,which 
having their Origizal from the Pox, will ad- 
mit of no other Cure ; for we many times 
find a Venereal Opthalmia, a Venereal Fi- 


ſtula, ſometimes on the Lacrymal Glandule, 


that fouls the Bone, and makes mad work, 
and oftentimes the Pockey Fiſtula in Ano, 


in many the Venereal Scorbute, in other a 


Venereal Iteb; to which may be added, the 
the Foul Vlcerow Sores, which are taken for 
the King's. Evil, but will, with the fore- 
named, come within compaſs of the Pox, 
and therefore muſt be attacked as ſuch. 
Miſtake me not here, for I do not ſay 
that the King*s-Ewvil is the Pox, but this 
T know that in many perivns tis worſe, 
and upon the whole I declare, that both 
Scropbulous and Trumons Tumours ought to 
be treated like Vexereal Sores, and all good 
Antivenerea's are proper in ſuch caſes, but 
Silivation belt of all. | 
FEST | Timonrs 
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Tumours of the Prepuce, of which are 
ſeyeral ſorts, viz. Cryſallines, which are 
tranſparent Swellings of the Prepuce, and 
are to be diſſeuſed by Fomentations, or by 
Bathing the part, 5 

Paraphymoſis ; which is a ſwelling of the 
Prepuce, occaſioned by ſome Ulcer on the 
Glans, or Prepuce ; or perhaps by Warts 
on the Glans, which becoming raw, do 
Ulcerate, Inflame, and Swell the Frepuce to 
that Degree, that it will no way ſtrip, by 
which means the Ulcer being hid, doth. - 
become more inveterate, and by the Vene- 
| real Salts, cauſes fo great a Tumour, that 
many times Mortification happens, and 
from thence the Death of the Patient; in 
this caſe the part muſt be Fomented, or 
Bathed, which is better to draw out the 
Salts that have ſwe/led the Prepuce ; and 
if that will not do, Amputation muſt fol- 
low; 1 mean to cut off ſo much of the 
Prepuce, that the Glans may be bare, and 
conſequent!y the better to come at the D. 
cer ; for it may be obſerved, that tis im- 
poſſible to cure the Ulcer, unleſs you can 
come fairly at it; I mean by having it bare 
before you; and therefore thoſe perſons 
that attempt by a Syringe, to cleanſe be. 
tween the Glans and Prepuce, make their 
Patients too - dearly to buy their Experi-

erce; nor is this all, for if the remaining 
part after Amputation, be found hard, it 
will be convenient not only to digeſt ir, 
rut to Salivare the Patient gently, to mak- 
Rerulſion of Humours, and timely to cor. 
rect the Malignity of the Ulcer, which too 


- often doth ipfect the whole Maſs of Blood: 
He hath had but little Experience of this 


Diſeaſe, who doth not know from how 
ſmall a matter this Accident doth happen, 
particularly in thoſe Men who have natu- 
rally the Prepuce contracted from their In- 
fancy, 

But this caſe will allow of an Excepti- 
on, for this may happen, nay doth often, 
without any Infection, for the part may 
be hruiſed by the Hand, or by Accident, 
and the Patient having a too ſtrait Prepuce, 
the Clans may excoriate and then yielding 
a lu, and that lying pent up, may cor- 
rade, inflame, and raiſe a large and pain- 
fuk Tumour, now es before, this, though; 
not Venereat, muſt be treated with Bathing 
and Fumext ing, and if then it do not go 
off the Prepuce muſt be ſlit, that the Glas 
may lye bare. Many times Boys (eſpeci- 
elly ſuch whoſe Prepuce did never ſtrip) 
playing with their Penis, pulling back the 
Frepuce forcibly, and not being able to 
bring it over again, the part immediately 

lu ells 
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ſwells immoderately, with great Pain and 
Inflammation, from which will happen 
Mortification, if not ſoon relieved by fit 
Remedies which are diſcuſſing, or relaxing 
Fomentations or Baths ; or ſlitting, or elſe 
cutting away the Prepuce : I have known 
ſome.who have had the Prepuce ſo much 
contracted from their Birth, that the Se- 
men has not had room to come away, ſo 
that as it was ejected through the Penis, 
it has reverberated from the internal pare 
of. the Prepuce, which lay ſo hard bound 
againſt the Glans, that the Semen inftead of 
having its natural emiſſion in the Act of 
Generation, has as I ſaid before re- 
verberated, and cauſed exceſſive Pain, 
in others I have known it has been emit- 
ted from out of the Urethra, but has gone 
no farther, but lodged about the Glars, 
cauſing at the ſame moment the Prepuce 
to ſtretch like a Bladder with wind ; now 
thoſe that are thus affected can never be 
fit for the matrimonial Life, till the ſy- 
perfluity of the Prepuce be taken off, and 
then they are as gocd as other Men, A 
ſtriq inquiry into this matter, might as 
eaſily as honeſtly help many Families to 
an Heir : I could give as many inſtances, 
as comical as remarkable, but I am not 
willing to put either Sex to the bluſh. 
Warts, 
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Warts, Fungus or Excreſcencies on or 
near the Privities, happening to either Sex, 
muſt not be neglected; for they are infalil- 
ble ſigns of ſome remaining Pox, theſe are 
not like Warts on the Hands, but are more 
ſoft and ragged ; and although many People 
tale little notice of them, (which ſhews 
their Ignorance) whereyer I ſee them, I 
know there is a Snake in the Graſs; and 
therefore I take care, not only to remove 
them by Canſticks, or elſe by Binding, but 
likewiſe to Eradicate the Cauſe by ſuch a 
courſe, as J judge moſt fitting for the Pa- 
tients Conſtitution, | 

I know the Debauchees, of either 
Sex will ſcarce allow this to be juſt, think 
ing it no great matter to have theſe 
Symptoms, they may look Well, drink their 
Bottle, Sleep well, and go about their bu- 
ſineſs without any Difficulty, all this I 
allow, or they may have no Pains; but I 
ſay, how come you to have theſe, you 
were not born with them, thoſe that never 
offended, have none of them; if they are 
common, why has not every Body ſuch; . 
in a word, thoſe who have not Prudence 
enough to get rid of them, in time may 
have Pain enough before they do. 


The 
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The Preparation of Bodies is very ma- 
terial in the Cure of this Diſeaſe, and Di- 
ſtinction muſt be made in Age and Conſti- 
tution, as well as Circumſtances: Let 
theſe inſtances ſerve to guide many more. 

Firſt, iuppoſing a Patient in years, 
of a Cholerick Temperament, Emaciated 
by the Diſeaſe, baving miſſed of his Cure 
ſeveral times (which by the bye obſerve, 
always makes the Diſeaſe much worſe) 
this Patient, any Man muſt believe, wou'd 
be hard to cure, every Man would fay, 
nothing but a Salivation could help him; 
yet ir would be not only difficult, but 
dangerous to Salivate ſuch a perſon with- 
out the due Preparation, vzz. 

Firſt, Let him be well fed with freſh 
Meats, that breed Flegmarick Juices, ſuch 
are New laid Eggs, Cream, Almond- Milk, 
Barley-Gruel, Veal, Lamb, Pullet, Chicken, 
Calves-Feet, Pig, all ſorts of Freſh-Fiſh, 
the whiteſt Bread, Sweet and Nouriſhing 
Wines, Strong Ale, and fuch other things 
as breed a quantity of Humours,which may 
create matter for the Salivation; nor would 
it be amiſs to treat ſuch a perſon in te 
beginning of the Salivation with very nou- 
riſning Broaths, adding now and then the 
 Yolk of a new laid Egg to the Broath, 
Endive 
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Endive and Succory are moſt properly put 
into Broaths for ſuch a perſon, by reaſon 
they cool and abate the ſharpneſs of the 
Humours, and moderately looſen the Belly, 
Glyſters of Chicken Broath are proper in 
this caſe, one in four or five Days, by rea- 
ſon they nouriſh the Bowels, which are 
ſubject ro Tortions and Acrimonious Hu- 
mours ſometimes ſlipping downwards ; but 
withal, great Care muſt be taken, that the 
Patient have not too many Stools, leſt the 
Flux be loſt The beſt way for this Pati- 
ent, during the whole time of the Saliva- 
tion, is to flick to good clear Broath, 
for having ſuch a courſe to go through, 
Nature muſt be well ſupported. | 

Moreover, after the Salivat ion is over, a: 
Nouriſhing Reſtorative Diet drink is pro- 
per; wherein care muſt be taken to avoid 
all things that exſiccate; and great care 
muſt be uſed in giving of Nutriment, that 
eaſily Digeſts; ſor it muſt be taken often, 
it being requiſite to get ſuch a ſtrength 28 
faſt as Nature can give leave. 

But on the contrary, if a Patient be 
young and robuſt, of a Sanguine or Fleg- 
matick Conſtitution, then muſt another 
courſe be taken, if Snlivation be intended, 
and it may be convenient to Purge this Pa- 
tient four or five times, to Bleed and Bathe; 

to 
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to abate and prepare the Humours,leaſt the 
Sali vation ſhould riſe too fircely;za moderate 
Diet is convenient, of ſuch things as breed 
good but little Juces, ſuch as Mutton, Rab- 
bet, Partridge, Larks, Diet drinks or Ti- 
fans that gently Exſiccate, are convenient 
in the Preparation of ſuch a Body. 

la the beginning of the Salivation, uſe 
no Broath, but Poſſet drink, or Water- 
gruel, and ſo continue; and ft may be ob- 
ſerved, that a Patient of this Conſtitution 
may be expected to ſpit ſeven or eight 
Pints in twenty four Hours (whereas in 
the caſe before-mentioned , four or fire 
Pints are as much as can be expected) and 
after the Salivation of ſuch a perſon is per- 
formed, a Diet-drink may be given, that 
Exſiccates powerfully, and that moves 
Sweat ; he muſt obſerve likewiſe to purge 
his Body once in four or five days, as his 
ſtrength will allow, 

By this you may obſerve, how much 
more bold you may be with a perſon of a 
Plethorick Conſtitution, and conſequently 
Succulent, than with a Body Emaciated 
where Juices are wanting ; and let none 
omit to obſerve, That in Salivations there 
may happen to ſome weak perſons Fzin- 
ting Fits (in which there is no danger) for 


which there is no better Cordial, than a 
ſmall 
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ſmall Glaſs of Claret, which comforts ſut- 


ficiently, and ſenſibly doth precipitate the 


Medicine. The manner of defending the 
Mouth, and healing the Ulcers cauſed by 
the Saliva paſſing, is ſo common I need not 
mention it. | 
| Now upon the whole 
Sali vation the matter let me give one Ma- 
beſt Care. ſterly ſtroke, and plainly de- 

| declare, That Salivation is 
the beſt, the ſureſt, and the moſt noble 


Cure in the World: This plain dealing 


may frighten a multitude of Fools, but 
honeſt and ſenſible Men will allow I write 
the Truth. Some Criticks will ſay, V 
do I not always uſe it my Mf. 

” F muſt, allow 'tis poſ- 
Poſſible to cure. (ible tõ Mie without it, o- 
without Saliva. therwiſe, why do I uſe 
tion. my Antivenereal Pill, and 

my Balſamicł Pomder, and 
ſeveral other admirable Antivinereals, by 
which *tis ſufficiently known, I have cu- 
red very many; *cis but too plain that 
ſome mens Circumſtances in the World 
will not allow Salivation, their Shops, their 
Imployments cannot be left ; nor-can ſome 
others have a Month or five Weeks to ab- 
ſcond, and therefore muſt be cured ſome 
other way. 
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A certain Noble Man uſed to ſay, 4 
Coach and [ix Horſes was the beſt Pad in the 
World ; among the multitude of mankind, 
but a few enjoy the firſt , and many a 
200d man wanting the latter, is glad if he 


can diſpatch his buſineſs a foot. Therefore 


where the Diſeaſe may not be attacked by 
Salivation , it muſt be by ſome other 


way. 

Nor do I ſay, That every ſort of Pox,or e- 
very Caſe, needs Salivation : Many are ſo ea- 
fie to cure, that it would be an unneceſſary 
Penance to injoyn it in all. But my mean- 
ing here is, That wherever there is a Con- 
firm'd Pox, Salivation is the beſt of Cures. 
Several Good wa there are, but among 
many Good, there can be but One Beſt ; 
and that One is ation. 

Now that this is not my private Opini- 
on only, but that a multitude of thoſe that 
profeſs Phyſick, and likewiſe of thoſe that 
take it, do really think ſo, (whatever they 


may ſay to the contfary) is moſt plainly 


evident by this one Reaſon, viz. That when- 
ever they are baffled by all other Remedies, 
they conſt ant ly fly to this; and this they make 
their Ne Plus Ultra. | 

Nor is Salivation a thing proper only 
for the Pox ; tis really the beſt and ſafeſt 


Cure for many other Diſtempers ; and I 
am 
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am very ſure, that there be more perſons, 
which neither have; nor ever had the Pox, 

and yet want Salivation, 
Cures more diſ than there be ef the poc- 
eaſes than the key ones); as Confirn'd 
Fox. Scurvey, Complicated Drop- 

ke, King's Evil, Gout, II 
Habit of Body, Yellow and pale Countenauces, 
Cancerous Humours, Hypocondriack Flatus, 
Lamene(s, Rheumatiſms, and divers others, 

He cught to have an Eſtabliſhed Repu. 
tation that undertakes to vindicate this no- 
ble and chief Limb of Medicine, from the 
Aſperſions of the Ignorant. Thoſe that 
know not how to perform it, declaim a- 
gainſt it; and ſuch as have never ſeen the 
wonderful effects of it, are afraid to uſe it. 

People ſpeak of it as they do of Matri- 
mony, juſt as they find; he that has won the 
mighty ſtake, hugs himſelf, and ſays, Let 
him laugh that wins; while the loſing 
Gamſter bites his Nails, and Storms in 
vain. 

He who has undergone the grand Cure 
under the Care of a judicious honeſt Ar- 
tiſt, applauds the Remedy, while the un- 
happy Patient, that has ſuffered more un- 
der his ignorant Undertaker, than by the 
Diſeaſe it ſelf , blames the Salivation 
(which he had but by balves) for 9

Many old ill grounded 7 
Calumnies are caſt upon Neither burts

And now to ſhew fou how now unlike- 
ly tis to hurt the Breath, 1 
ſolemnly aver, I have cured Salivation 
ſeyeral of ſtinking Breaths by cures il] 
Salivation; and 1 do by great Breath, 
Experience find, That no- 
thing is more proper to help an ill Breath; 
for 'tis generally a too great quantity of 
Acids in the Stomach that —_— an ill 
Breath, or otherwiſe ſome great Obſtru- 
Ction in the Lungs or Stomach; all which 
are wonderfully helped by Sali vation: But 
people will be bold and ſay, ſuch or ſuch 
an one wes Flux d, and 1 am ſure it is true, 
that they have an ill Breath. Ple anſwer, 
it may be fo, and the Pox to boot; for 
thoſe that attempt the Cure, and do not 
perfect it, do generally milchief; and by- 
often giving ill Medicines (or good ones 
improperly) the Gums are eaten away, 
and 
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and the Teeth foul'd. But they that have 
the Salivation rightly performed, never 
ſuffer any damage either in their Teeth or 
Breath. | | 

| Indeed many old ſinners I 
| Painting the often ſee with foul black 
Face hurt Teeth ; but 'tis the Paint 
the Teeth, they have formerly uſed, that 

has inſinuated it ſelf through 
the Pores and done that miſchief. 

Others there be that by being over fo. 
licitous to preſerve their Teeth, have rui- 
ned them by improper Dentifrices, who 
might haye preſerved them by a burnt 
Cruſt and clean Warer : Doth not man- 
kind in general allow this to be the beſt 
Cure, ſince they have made it a common 
ſaying, Flax, Marry and Settle, which 
ſhews they account it winding up the bot- 
tom; this is the true ſcowring the Kettle, 

or elſe many ſenſible men 
Many falivate are to blame that have un- 
when they bave dergone this Courfe of 
no Occaſion. ſpitting, when I have told 

them, they had no need of 
it : And yet I never knew that they re- 
pented of it. 

Now the benefits of Salivation are fo 
many, that when once tis truly known it 
will come in Faſhion ; for many a puling 
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Laſs, with an unwholſome Countenance, 
might (by this Courſe) become a jolly 
Dame; many an unhealthy and Barren 
Wife, by a neat - Salvation, may become 
fruitful, It certainly helps the Counte- 
nance, and renews Age; making people 
look much younger than they are, eſpeci- 
ally Women, I know many of both Sexes 
whoſe Healthy chearful Countenances have 
been owing to Salivation: For when it is 
rightly performed, it makes the Humours 
ſo pure, that the Blood and Spirits being 
refined, make a joyful Countenance, 

I have ſeen a Lean, ill look*d perſon, 
(one of thoſe as we uſually ſay, diſgrace 
their Keepers) who by being Salivated, has 
got good Fleſh, and an healthy Conſtitu- 
tion. 

On the contrary, I have known a foul 
Corpulent man (like Fal#sffe's Tun of 
Man) with ſwollen Face, blown Belly, and 
great Legs, which pitted like Dough; 
drinking four Bottles, and not piſſing One 
I have ſeen this very man brought into 
ſhape and health, by rightly preparing, and 
gently ſalivating. The ſuperiluous Humi- 
dity being thus Evacuated, the perſon has 
got ſtrength, and been able to uſe conve- 
_ Exerciſe ; which has prolong'd his 

ife. 
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Nor is there any manner of Danger in 
this ſort of Cure; provided it be done by 
an Experienced Artift; 1 do mean, not 
one that has Read much and Practis'd /r- 
tle ; but one continually converſant in this 
Affair. A wiſe Merchant will not venture 
his whole Eſtate in a Leaky bottom; nor 
ought any Man to truſt every Me1tcafter 
in this buſineſs, | | 

I have known a Man who has had an 
Hereditary Gout, who having found al! o- 
ther Medicines ineffeft ual, has at laſt Sali- 
vated, and has to my Knowledge, liv'd 
many years free from the Gout or any o- 
ther pain. 

I have ſeen ſeveral, who have 10% the 
uſe of all their Limbs, that when no other 
Remedy could avail, have been cured and 
their Limbs as ſtrong as ever) by Saliva- 
tion. 

Others that have been often ſubject to 
Rheaumatiſms, being wearied with Bleeding, 
Bliſtering, Glyſters, &c. Their Underta- 
kers (being aſhamed to take more Fees for 
what avail'd nothing) have honeſtly Ad- 
viſed them to Salivate, which has perſect- 
ly cured them; nor is this any great won- 
der when a Man conſiders the excellency of 
the Medicine, by which the Salivation is,

loſt before now; ard for the Salization; 
tis ſo ſafe, when well performed, that B 
declare I had rather Salivate my ſelf tweèn- 
ty days,than be one day'in the Shoemakers 
Stocks. I have heard ſome of my Patients 
ling in their Flux, even when they Drivel'd 
three or four Quarts a day. It ſhould 
ſeem by this they did not paſs their time 
ſo ill as ſome imagine. 

Nor doth the Salivation it ſelf burt any, 
Where tis rightly performd. 
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But ſome will query, whether a Flux 
never fails, is it Infallible 2 
Lil Anſwer generally, tis the moſt In.

Moſt certainly he can, as well as thoſe 
who never had the Pex.

I Anſwer; Thoſe that handle Pitch muſt 
be defilꝰd ; but it doth not neceſſarily fol. 
dow that they ſhall never be clean again;

way, but Oyl and Spirit of Wine will, and 
the Hands by theſe may be made fo clean, 
That no ſign or ſmell of the Pitch ſhall remain. 
. - *Tis not every common Medicine that 
will cure the Pox, nor every Man that 
knows how to help it; but there are God 
be praiſed) ſuch Medicines as perfect! 
Cure, and ſuch Artiſts as know how to uſ 
ſuch Remedies ; and certain tis that there 
be perſons that have had the Diſeaſe but 
too often in their youthful Days, and are 
now as healthy Men as any living, and

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who never knew what the Diſcaſe was. 
But let no Man preſume upon my Dil- 
courſe ; J would not incourage Lewdnels, 
nor will I omit to give comfort to many. 
Hyponchondriacks, _ P=Y 
We ought not to do Evil that Gocd 
may come thereof; we cught not to defile 
the Temples of our Bodies; but wirhal we 
ſhould let brotherly Love continue: Nor 
is it like prudent Men to cenſure one ano- 
ther too hardly; nor would hare a Fa- 
ther diſinherit his Son, becauſe the miſlead 
Youth did get a Clap (as ſome I know have 


| done) perhaps it may bea warning to him, 


and in the end, may be for his good. 

I have known ſome that have had the 
Stone from their Parents, and have been 
often terribly tormented with it, who ha- 
ving fallen into bad Company, have had 
occafion to make uſe of Antivenereal Me- 
dicines , by \which means the parts being 
relaxed, and the Velſels cleanſed, the mat- 
ter that frequently petrified, has been diſ- 
charged, and the Party lived many years 
free from the Stone. And many other 
people I have known, whoſe ill Habits of 
Body, after long ineffectual Courſes, their 
Diſtempers proving Contumsacious, have 
at laſt yielded to a Cure, when once t 
have become complicated with this Diſeaſe. 
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T mean that ſome unhealthy Bodies, 
whoſe Malignity common Phy/ick could 
not cure; theſe People getting the Vene. 
real Diſeaſe, and undergoing a Cure, for 
that, have, together with that, been per- 
ſectly cured of their other Diſtempers. 

I do not ſay that the Pox or a Clap, did 
cure this or that Diſeaſe ; but I ſay that 
the Pox being the new Accident that is 
attacked, the other old Diſtempers often 
are cured beyond Expectation.

Book, fſary that he, who would take 
it upon him, ſhould firſt him. 
ſelf have paſſed through all the Diſeaſes he

CHAP, VIII. 
The true way of Curing a Gonorrhza, 


THIS is the common Name of that 

Diſeaſe we call a Clap, although the 
word Gonerrbæs ſignifies an involuntary 
flowing of the Seed, which 2 Clap is not, 
dut ſince it wid be hard to remove ſo com- 
mon received a Name, I will treat of it 
by either Name of Clap, or if you will 
have it ſo, Gonorrh ea. 

A Clapis an Ulcer of the Proftrate Glan- 
dales, which are ſeated at the Root of the 
Tard, and from the Ulceration of theſe Glan- 
dales, the Matter or Pus comes, that ei- 
ther runs, or is ſqueezed out from the Pe- 
nis, and ſometimes happens, that the Ure- 
tbra,' or paſſage of the Yard is Ulcerated 
all along, from whence. is cauſed the Pain 
in Erection, commonly called Cordee, for, 
the Acrimony of the Humour that runs 
from the Ulcer, doth irritate the part, and 
cauſe the Erection of the Yard, and the 
Nerves being much diſtended thereby, 
cauſes the extraordinary Pain, they ſuſ- 
fering no leſs than a Convulſion, by the 
pricking of the Acrimonious Humour, du- 
Ting the time of EreGcion ; beſides, the 
Glatdulss at the Root of the Yard, . 
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their ſhare in the Pain, by the violent 
ſtretching. of the Yard, although in ſome 
ches, the Patient ſcarce feels the leaſt of 
theſe Accidents, and ſome not ſo much as 
the pain in Piſſing, particularly Women, 
who are not ſo much Afflicted in this caſe 
as Men, but then are not ſo certain in ma- 
king Obſervations of it, the Reaſon why 
few Women ſeek for help, until the Di- 
ſtemper be ſo long lodg'd, that it becomes 
a confirm'd Pox, nay, ſome men are Fool- 
hardy, that they will little value the Diſ- 
eaſe, (ſaying, They have nothing but a 
Running until the T/cer has eaten away 
the Proſt rate Glandules, or perhaps the 
Humour ſo far fermented by diſorderly 
Living, that the whole Ma$ of Blood is 
infected; others (fooliſhly cry out, 77. 
but 4 Clap) not „ the difference 
there is in this Diſeaſe, for ſome Clap are 
really ſo gentle, that J have known one Box 
of my Antivenereal Pills to carry off all, and 
on the contrary, ſome are ſo inveterare, 
that they will imploy both Patient and Un- 
dertakerin the Cure, for men ought to con- 
ſider, that there is Degrees of Infectien 
and that the i/] habit of the Body, doth v 
much contribute to the Afflicting of the 
Patient; and this is one Reaſon why ſome 
are cured in three Weeks and leſs, and o- 
37 0%. 4 thers 
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thers perhaps not well in es many Months. 
But to haſten (for I do not deſign a 
Volume) to the True and Safe way of cu. 
ring this Diſeaſe ; pray obſerve, That the 
firſt thing to be adviſed is Liquids, ſuch are 
proper Ii ant, Emul/ions, or any other Li. 
_ that breed no Acids, but that are 

ippery, that ee/ily paſs the Stomach, and 
create a ſoft Serum; which paſſing by U. 
rine, waſhes the Ulcer, and dints the points 
of the Venerea Acids, for tis a fault among 
many Patients, to fear to make Urine be- 
cauſe of Pain, when they ought to do the 
contrary, by filling the Bladder continually, 
by pouring in of convenient Liquors, and 
often making Water, by which means (the 
Urine being made Ba//amick, by the Aro. 
dine Liguors frequently drank, the Ulcer 
ſo oſten waſhed, the A4crimony becomes leſs, 
nor has the Matter which runs, the Power 
of-tiurting the paſſage of the Yard, becauſe, 
*tis.not ſuftered tolie in the part any con- 
ſiderable time. The Body muſt be contiyal. 
ly kept folub'e, therefore tis convenient to 
Purge the Patient once in two days, or oft. 
ner if need require, and in ſome Bodies, to 
Purge once in three days is often enough. 
Anodine Gliſters once in two days are con- 
" venicpt , but I do not approve of that 
common Trench Faſhion , of continually 
1 Ti ſtuffing 
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ſtuffing the Breach with two or three Gli- 
ſters a day. Volat ile and other Salts, I fre- 
quently give once or twice in twenty four 
hours, which work, by Urine, helping the 
Liquors off the Stomach, which other. 
wiſe would be apt to Nauſeate, becauſe 
of their Quantities, it will not be amiſs 
to allow the Patient half a Pint of Wine 
a day, or more if he, has accuſtomed his 
Body to it, for all ſudden Alterations are 
injurious to the Body; thoſe that are, by 
reaſon of their Circumſtances, obliged to 
keep Company, may Drink bin Wine or 
Rbeniſh, with Water and Lemon, or as much 
Tea as. they pleaſe ;, Chicken-Broth, with 
Endive,. Succory and Lemon, is proper to 
Drink great Quantities , eſpecially when 
they. Purge, always obſerving to keep the 
Body as ſtill as poſſible, for exerciſe is very 
injurious, by reaſon it heats and inflames 
the parts, and there fore the leſs the Patient 
Walks, the better it is. Diet muſt be 
obſerved, and all Salt-Meats, and all things 


bard of Digeſiion mult be avoided; all Far- 


ty. Meats are ill, fo are windy things; be 
{ure to avcid Salted-Beef, Pork, BacongSalt- 
Fiſp, Chee/e, Fruit, &c, Let the Patient eat 

Gbuken, , Robles, Mniton, Partridge, Peal, - 
Farlty Proath , . I/ater-Gruel , Ponds , 


Ereſb-Fiſh Boiled, and all things of eatie 
VV 


Dige- 
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Digeſtion, avoiding all Hot-Sawces, that 

provoke Luſt, or breed Acid; ; preat 
Cre muſt be taken, that the Purgations 
uſed be not too ſtrong, nor yet too often 
uſed]; for violent Purging often heats the 
parts, procures Inflamation, and not ſeldom 
occaſions Swellings in the Tiſticles, extream 
painful, from which many times are oc- 
cafioned violent Fevers, with extraordinary 
Debility of the Body; but we muſt;Jeave no 
Accident unprovided ſor, and therefore 
when ever this happens, the Patient muſt 
forbear all Purgatives, except ſuch as are 
very Cool and Gentle. An Auodixe, and 
diſcuſſing Cotaplaſm, with a convenient Truſs 
is here to be uſed, if the Tumor be large, 
it will be more painful, and may require 
fo take Blood from the Arm, to make Re. 
valtion ; a ſlender Diet is likewiſe conve- 
nient to abate the quantity of Humours; 
a Decoction of Exollient and Diſcut ient 

Herbs, and Secds applied by way of Fo- 
mentation, or as a Semicupium for the Pa- 
tient to fit in is not amiſs, with Emulſions 
of the cold Seeds, to abate Inflamation and 
cauſe ſſeep. 

Glyſſers of Tereb, once a day, are . 
this caſe convenient, and Wine may be 
dank a Pint a day to attenuate the Hu- 
mMours, & Mercurial may be us'd by _ 
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Revulſion and cauſe Digeſtion, that ſo the 
Running may come on, for tis to be ob- 
ſerved thenz whenever this Accident hap- 
pens the Running ſtops, which muſt be 
brought again, and then the Tumor and 
hardneſs will ſoon away, then reſt the Bo- 
dy a few days, and go on with the Cure 
in general. Feftina Lente is here a good 
Rule, but on the contrary violent pro- 
ceedings in this Cure, have no better Suc- 
ceſs than in other Matters; I love to fee 
my Patient have a quick and eaſie Cure, 
but to be ask'd how long twill be before 
he is well, is like demanding of a Saylor, 
how long twill be before he arrive at ſuch 
or ſuch a Port.

The true way of Curing the Gltett or 
Weeping.

Nother extraordinary Accident too 
often happens, either by the too vio. 


lent Purging, or diſorderly Management 


of the Patient, in either flighting his Me. 


dicines,-or many times repeating of the 


Di ſtemper, getting two or three &/ops one 


pon 
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upon the head of another, by which means 
the Proſirate Glandules, ſo often (or fo 
long) Ulcerated, are much eaten away, and 
a Gleete, (or as ſome call it, a #*eping ) is 
occaſioned, 


Ard this Diſeaſe is really moſt difficult 


to help, by Reafon the Humours ſo long 
accuſtomed to flow to the part, will not 
eaſily be diverted, and loſs of: Subſtance 
with great difficulty repaired, 

But let me not accuſe our Sparks of 
two great Intemperance, nor make them 
more Guilty than really they are ; for ma- 
ny of them are put upon, eſpecially by our 
beyond- Sea: Surgecns, who pretend to do 
wonders with the Pot of Turpentine, Gly- 
fer and Syringe, which laſt they too ſoon 
uſe, and by ſome Reſlringent inzeion ſtop 
the Running, which in few days breaks 
cut again, and then Be Gar Sir) you have 
got a freſli one, which ten to one, but they 
manage as wiſtly as they did before,) but 


indeed is the firſt Clap, which for the time. 


of its ecntinuance, may ferve for two or 
three. ; 
Now the true way of curing a Gleere, 


or. .4eepingyis firſt to obſerve whether it be 


really ſo or not, ſor I have had many per- 
ſons that have come to me to be cured 


of à Gieete, which when I have viewed, I. 


have 
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have found to be a virulent Clap, which I 
have both Treated and Cured, as ſuch, it 
may therefore be convenient to mention 
what a Gleete or Weeping really is, and 
then to ſec down the means of curing the 
ſame. | 
The Proſtrate Glandules being either 
eaten away, or too much relaxed, and ſo 
weakened by the continual Ulceration, or 
otherwiſe heated, and diftended by conti- 
nual ſtrong Purgatives, a thin Scminal Mat- 
ter, continually flows ſrom the Yare, and 
this is the true Gleere.; for Nature hath 
placed theſe Glandules at the Root of the 
Yard, to hinder the too ſoon ejecting of 
the Seed, in the Act of Generation, and 
makes them ſerve as Strainers, through 
which the Seed preſſing, is violently emit- 
ted, and is moſt plainly proved, by thofe 
who labour under this Infirmity, they be- 
ing too ſenſible of the loſs of that natural 
Force, even before the courſe of Nature 
can be ſaid to deptive them of it: And 
from hence it likewiſe happens, that ſach 
perſons are troubled with the ſlipping a- 
way of a thin and Seminal Matter, when 
they go to Stool, and that in great Quar- 
tities, by which the Patient is much weak 
ned, and in ſome time rendred incapable 
of performing the Conjugal Duty. 

; The 
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The Cure of this Diſeaſe doth require 

much care on both ſides, for the Patient 

muſt be as regular as the Surgeon muſt be 
careful, 


Firſt, Then let the Patient be Purged 
gently with ſuch Medicines as are cool, and 
leave a Styptick quality behind them. 

Purge but once in three or four days 
at moſt, 

Uſe cooling Emulſions, and Balſamick Ti. 
ſans, Stiptick Drops in Water is proper, 
or Water and C/aret for common Drink, 

Glifters . of the Decoctions of the cool 
Seeds are good, be ſure to avoid all forts 
of Exerciſe, and all manner of Diet that 
may inflame. 3 

Be very moderate in the uſe of Yenery, 
but do not forbear altogether, uſe Balſa- 
mick Injections, but let them not be inject- 
ed with too much force, leaſt they hurt 
the parts already too tender. 

Avoid all ſharp Injections, leaſt they 


hurt the Urethra, and deſtroy the Tone of 


the Part ; take Blood from the Arm to 


make Revulſion; bathe the Patient once 


in two days, but let him not Sweat, and 
pray obſerve that you uſe no Medicines of 
Tereb : For all ſuch muſt be avoided, for 


they do more Dilate- than Contract, and 


there - 
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therefore your Balſamicłs muſt be framed af. 
ter another manner. Hypnoticks may be uſed 
once in two Nights, for they allay ſnarp 
Humours, and deſtroy Acids, and prevent 
Inflamations ; let the Patient be careful to 
prevent taking Cold, which many times cau- 
ſes a Defluxion of Humour upon the Glan- 
dules, and Neck of the Bladder with re- 
tention of Urine, but if by accidents ſuch 
a caſe ſhould happen, take heed of medling 
with Catheter or Candle, the latter of which, 
had like to have deftroyed a Friend of mine, 
2 noble Spaniard, who being afflicted with 
this 9 ngy en and his Urine ſomewhat - 
ſuppreſſed, he made uſe of a Candte, which 
he put to the Root of the Yard, and 
wounding the Glandules cauſed Inflamati- - 
on, and from thence a total ſuppreſſion of 
Urine followed, which indangered his Life, 
for he made not one drop of Urine in ten 
days, notwithſtanding - 1 uſed all proper 
means, having likewiſe the Affiſtance of a 
Learned Phyſician.” At laſt upon the ta- 
king a Doſe of the Calom, in a proper Ve- 
bicle, his Urine came away with great 
quantities of Sor des, and was followed by 
2 Sanious Matter flowing from the Ulcer, 
occaſioned by wounding the Part; there- 
fore I ſay, all care imapinable muſt be ta- 
ken in the Treating of this —_” 
pi Tiw tt Y e 7.

Some People perhaps may be diſpleaſed 
that have not been more particular, in 
ſetting down the Receipts of my Medi- 
cines, that they might knaw my Diet-

deed, muſt be varied, according to the Caſe, 
or Conſtitution of the Patient, for I do 
not uſe to let one Por of my Dret-Drink 
ſerve all Patients (as ſome I know do,) 
hut I prepare ſuch as Reaſon directs. In- 
deed, for my Amivenereal Pill, I muſt- 
needs ſay, I order all Venereal Patients to 
be Purged, (where Purging is required) 
by that only, and that for many Reaſons; 
for Firſt, there is no Pill yet known, that 
works ſo effectually, and that in ſo ſmall 
a Doſe, for fifteen Grains, which is three 
ſmall Pills, is a ſufficient Purge for moſt 
Men; and above a Scruple I give not to 
any Man. Moreover *tis obſervable, that 
my Antivenereal Pill, doth not debilitate 
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as moſt other Purgatives do, nor doth it 
Nauſeate the Stomach, (like moſt Clap 
Phyſick) but ſtrengthens it, and preſerves 
the Appetite, cauſing-no unſavory Belches, 
and if ever Cito, tuto, & jucunde, were ap- 
plicable to any Medieine, it muſt be to 
this. And now that I may not amuſe my 
Reader, who cannot otherwiſe imagine; 
but that this Pill muſt be ſome Panacea, of 
three Pounds and ten Shillings a Doſe, I 
will plainly tell him, that I now mean my 
common Yom Pill, that I have this twen- 


ty years Sold for four Shillings a Box, 
which contains thirty Pils, and which

too many poor R—— and W -—

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hould we every where meet! To tell a 
poor labouring Man of Drinking Tiſans, 
and Emulſions, or taking Aperitive Salts, 
Bal/amick Gliſters, &c; would be only to 
tantalize him, or what ſhall many a poor 
Patient do, (if the Pill were not effectual,) 
whoſe Circumſtances are ſo confining, that 
he cannot have the conveniency of all

Province I have been much Conver- 
fant in, tho ] dare not pretend to ſay, I 
will write all that is fitting to be ſaid 
on this Subject: Tet give me leave to 
ſay, I will write nothing but what is 
fit ; Iwill aſſert nothing but what is 
matter of Fatt, the Gratitade J owe 
to the great and learned late Do- 
for Lower (under whom I made moſt 
of theſe Obſervations) has obliged me to 
Vindicate theſe Medicines. Some Per- 
ſons never able to equal his Worth, ha- 
wing endeavoured to Ca'umniate his 
Memory, by reporting that he ſhould 
ſay, that there was no Medicine of any 
value except theſe Fur; I know he 
did look upon them as the beſt, but 
withall I know he uſed many other, he 
being the greateſt Maſter of Medicine 
of his time, not only skilled in the Ra- 
tionale of Phyfick, but throughly know- 
ing in Chyrurgery, Anatomy, and 
Pharmacy. I have heard him often 
wiſh, that Phyſiciaus would confine 
their Practice to a few, but noble Re- 

wedies,

medies, and that the right underſtan- 
ding of theſe four Medicines might 
Capacitate a man to be a very good 
Phyfictan , I have heard him Pity 
thoſe Gentlemen, whoſe Shops, Cuſtom 
has obliged to be furniſhed with too 
many Medicines to be good : Where 
Fletuaries mould, Syrups grow ſower, 
Waters mujly, Powders become inſipid, 
aud many other ſpoiled for want of 
ſong, whereas a few noble Medicines 
might be prepared, which might be kept 
without Damage, ſoon diſpenced, eaſily 
portable, and highly uſeful, 


Such might be prepared from theſe 
Four by the Chy mick Art, ſuch might 
bring Profit to the Shops, Honour to the 
Pha fictan, and Health to the Patient 
much ſooner than the loads of Gally-pots 
and Glaſſes, with which the Patient's 
Chambers are too frequently filled. 
Thoſe large and loathſome Doſes of the 
old Gallenical way, nauſeating the Sto» 
mach of the Patient ; ſerving only as 
a Memento mori to Friends and Re-

lations, but a ſort of Men may ſay, by 
this Craft we gain our Wealth. 


He on it Gentlemen, get Honour, 
get Reputation, get a good Conſcience 
and you'l not want Wealth ; is it mot 
nobler to ſerve your Countrey than your 
eu private Intereſt? it not greater 
Honour to Cure the Patient by one 
ſmall but noble Doſe, than to tyre him 
with many large and ineffetual ones 2 if 
he beRich hell pay you no leſs for a ſpee- 
«5 Cure, if be be Poor he'll be a Trum- 
pet to proclaim your Fame, and God 
wi be your Rewarder. My great 
Friend and Benefactor, the aforeſaid 
Doctor, has ofien told me, that in his 
Soul he wiſhed it were poſſible for him 
to Cure at one vifit, and that after 
four or 7 ve Fees taking he has been 
aſhamed of taking more, and wiſb d 
that theſe Magiſterial Medicines were 
more in uſe.

Trochiſci Alhandal ſent him, which 
gave him a hundred Stools, and hard- 
ly eſcaped with Life. 


Another that had Aqua Mercuria- 
lis preſcribed for the Stone, had Aqua 
Mercurii given him, which had like 
to have ſent him to his long home- -

I ſaw Turbith two Drams: preſcri- 
ted for the King's Evil, but the like 
gwantity of Turbith Mineral was 
brouzht from the Shop, which if it 
had not been diſcovered had been a 
deadly Doſe.

TJH'S isa fluid Body reſembling mel- 
ted Lead, of which are ſeveral forts ; 
is found in the Mines in ſeveral places, 
tut eſpecially in the Mines Friuli, the 
et of which is at 1dria in Goriſt ia, be- 
tween the Alps and Hungary, of which 
forme is called Virgin Mercury, and this 
is that which runs in the Mines and is 
taken up liquid and pure, the other is 
dug up in an Oare or Cinnabar in hard 
Lumps, which is pounded ſmall, and be- 
ing put into Iron Retorts by a violent 
Fire, the Quick-ſfilver is extracted and for- 
ced into a Receiver, and this is the Quicł- 
ſelver of the Shops which is often adul- 
terated by the Addition of Tinn, Pewter 
or Lead, either of which it will con- 
ſume, and by which it is abaſed. Artiſts 
ſeldon truſt to this, but revire the Mer- 
eury they uſe themſelves from Cinnebar, 
which is no hard matter to perform. From 
this noble Mineral. are prepared divers 
uſeful Remedies, which Artiſts call Mer- 
cur ials „ and whenever mixd with any 
otter

other Mineral or Vegetable, are then call- 
ed Mercurial Medicines , however by the 
Vulgar are ſtill called Mercury; the Pre- 
parations are very numerous, and their 
Effects wonderful, for from plain Argen- 
tum Viuum or Luick-ſilver are prepared 
the higheſt Cordials, and on the contrary, 
the moſt deadly Poiſons, according to the 
underſtanding of the Operator. Mercury 
is not to be medled with by every bold 
Intruder, left he ſhould kill inſtead of cu- 
ring; he is a Friend or Foe, a Servant or 
a Maſter, and like Fire or Water, if you 
maſter him will be very uſefull, otherwiſe. 
Deſtructive; in him you have a ſure Ca- 
thartick, a Diuretick, a Sudorifick, an E- 
metick ; he's an Antifibrifick, Antiſcorbu- 
tick, & quid von, he is daily uſed in Court, 
City, Countrey, Camp and Navy with 
good Succeſs, and yet is every day doing 
miſchief in ſome, or perhaps all theſe pla- 
ces, according to the ſudgment, or want of 
| it, in thoſe that adminiſter it, but where 
*tis in the hands of an experienced Artiſt, 
*tis a Balſom of Life, a reſtorer of Health, 
that roots out malignant Diſeaſes , that 
will yield to no ordinary Medicines. - 
But it will be hard to reconcile Man- 
kind to my Opinion, for Mercury has bur

mean rightly underfiood. 

Knaves have given this great Medicine 
an ill Name, and Fools have believed them, 
Quacks that uſe the moſt and worſt ſort 
draw in ignorant People by railing at this 
Remedy, and pretending never to uſe it, 
but knowing honeſt Practitioners, that 
prepare Mercurials themſelves, are more 
free in their Practice, and own the noble 
Name of Mercury; for indeed what great 
Cure was ever done Without it ? 
Strange Notions ſome People have con- 
ceived about it, that it will lie in the Bo. 
dy many years, and tho' it may cure the 
Diſtemper, that at laſt it will prey up- 
on Nature and deſtroy the Body; nay, 
ſome ſilly Authors have wrote ridiculous 
Stories of it, that it will lie in the Brain, 
and that they have ſeen ſeveral Ounces 
taken cut of Mens Sculls, all which is 
utterly falſe, for Mercury is fo Volatile, 
that it cannot lie in the Body, no not the 
worſt ſort of it, *tis only Fiction deſigned 
(to amuſe Patients) by ſuch ſort of Men 
that would appear more righteous than their 
Neighbours, let me therefore reſcue my 
noble Friend Mercury from the Aſperſi- 
ons unjuſtly laid on him, by averring that 
Al true well prepared Mercurial may ſafely 

. be 
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| he given to a Child of a year old, or to 
a Man of Fourſcore, for I my ſelf have 
given it to all Ages and Conſtitutions, 
I have ſeen a Doſe of Mercury given in 
a Malignant Fever, when the learned them. 
ſelves, have ſcarce had room for hope, 
the Medicine has corrected the Malignan- 
cy, and gently working downward has 
carried off the Morbifick Matter, and the 
Patient as if raiſed from the Dead, has 
walked about the Houſe next day. In vio- 
lent Fits of the Stone, I have often known 
it give Eaſe, and expel the Stone, I have 
my ſelf often taken it upon the ſame oc- 
caſion, and it always proved effectual in 
Suppreſſion, and retention of the Urine 
when no other Medicine could avail; I 
have known a Mercurial Doſe bring away 
the Urine, and remove the Obſtacle, ſe- 
veral Perſons who have ſuffered much by 
Suppreſſion of Urine, ſome not making 
one Drop in fix or eight days, inſomuch 

| that their Breath hath ſmelt like an Uri- 

| nal, their Bodies extreamly ſwollen, with 

violent Pain, I have known a Doſe.of Mer. 
cr) cure. 

Nor can the Venereal Diſeaſe be cured 
without the uſe of. Mercury, though the 
impudent Bill-men, the Quacks of the 
Town, who pretend to Cure all Diſeaſes, 

boldly 
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boldly affirm, they uſe no Mercury, let Peo- 
ple therefore be moſt cautious to avoid all 
ſuch Pretenders, who ſtuff their Nonſenſi- 
cal Bills with Lyes, and their deluded Pa- 
tients with the very worſt of Medicines, 

Ulcers in the neck of the Bladder can 
never be cured without the uſe of Aer. 
cury, nor will any thing but Salivation 
perform the Cure, and that can be raiſed 
by nothing but Mercurial. 

Old Scorbutick Ulcers, will yield to no 
other Remedy but Mercury; I can ſhew 
ſome perſons that have had ſuch Sores 
twenty years, and yet have been cu- 
red by a few Doſes of Mercury, for when 
the Sores are ſtubborn, and will not a- 
mend by application of properRemedies,the 
adminiſtring of Mercur ials at the Mouth, 
will correct the malignant Temper of the 
Sores, and take down their callous Lips, 
and make them heal like a freſh wound, 

Cancerous Sores that fprezd and eat 
up the Parts, or that become hard and 
knotty, even theſe obey Mercnry ; I have 
Salivated many on this occaſion, and al- 
ways found Mercury made the moſt rebel- 
lious Sores to yield. 

Ning - Evil Sores will de digeſted by 
nothing but Mercury; for though Pe- 
coctions of Guacum are often uſed in this 

Diſeaſe,

Diſeaſe, yet *tis the Mertury that muſt cor- 
rect, or little will be done. 

The Leproſie is not to be cured but by 
Mercury, and in this Diſeaſe tis not only 
to be given at the Mouth, but Mercurial 
Unguents,and Bathes, in which Mercury is 
diſſolved, are to be uſed. 

Sharpneſs of Blood, a worſe Diſeaſe than 
the Pox it ſelf, for which there be many 
good Remedies but none like Mercury, for 
when vaſt quantities of teſtaceous Powders 
have done nothing, I have known Mercury - 
do the Work, and the Patient who looked 
like one of Pharoah's lean kind, has be- 
come a healthy Body, and got good firm 
Fleſh by uſe of Mercury. 

Hypocondriack Flatus , a Diſeaſe always 
uſhering others in, and ſeldom cured, like 
the Beaſt with many Heads, when good 
Remedies have been baffled, Mercary has 
ſet the Patient right; I have Salivated ſe- 
veral Hypocondriacks, who now are freed 
from the tormenting Devil the Flats; this 
is the great Shame af Phyſicians, and tor- 
ment of their Patients, and truly a few 
Doſes of Mercury will not perform this 
Cure, but I have often ſeen Salivation do it. 

The Drop/ze, which ſeveral good Me- 
dicines help; and ſome abſolutely cure; this 
Difeaſe too often returns, for *tis not 


enough 
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enough to evacuate the watry Humour, 
more muſt be done, the Liver muſt be 
amended, Nature muſt be fortiſied; ?tis 
true, Rhubarb, Gum, Gusci, &c. do well, 
but Mercury much better; 1 have known 
the Dropſie and Faundice complicated 
with a Hydrocele, that the Cod has been 
as big as a Man's head, and yet Mercury 
has fet the Man right. 

It may be expected I ſhould make Mes- 
cury care the Gout, but I am not for ma. 
king it Omnipotent ; *tis, I well know, 
the beſt Medicine that Almighty God e- 
ver bleſſed Mankind withal, and I ſee no 
reaſon to queſtion, but it may be very pre- 
valent in this Diſeaſe, but it having, not 
paſſed within the compaſs of my Obſer. 
vation, I only here ſuppoſe, not aver, 
that Mercury which relieves the Nerves 
from tartarous Humours, that diſſolves 
hard callous Lips in Sores, that attenuates 
groſs. viſcous Humours, that gently pur- 
ges ſharp corroding Humours, that al- 
lays Sharpneſs of the Blood, may be ex- 
treamly uſeſul to prevent, if not cure the 
Gont, however to conſult the Learned in 
this caſe muſt needs be proper; thoſe that 
are not ſatisfied with what I have ſaid on 
this Subject, may ſpend half an hour at 
my. Houſe, and hear more than I think 
fit. to write. | CHAP. 
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Feſuits Bark, 


F which is made the Feſuits Powgey, 
this was brought firſt into Europe by 
Foſeph Aceſta a Spaniſh Feſuite, who be- 
ing ſent to Peru, in order to-eſtabliſh the 
Roman Cat holick Religion in thoſe Parts, 
where he reſided ſome time, was a Man 
very curious, and obſerving the Peravians 
to run to a Tree and gnaw off the Bark 
and eat it, whenever they were diſtempered 
by Fevers, and obſerving the Effect of it 
to be wonderful by the ſudden Cures it 
wrought, he ſent a conſiderable quantity 
of it to Cadiz, from whence it was diſ- 
perſed into moſt Parts of Europe, the Ac- 
count Acoſta had given of it, made all 
men fond of it, and it was fold at prodi- 
gious Prices; but the miſtake in giving it 
was great, for the Phyſicians of thoſe times 
gave it during the Fit, and the quantity 
they gave being too ſmall rendred the 
Medicine ineffectual, ſo that it loſt its 
Credit, and became as it were uſeleſs, 
till the great Sir Theodore de Mayerne ſeem- 
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ed to revive it z but being a man of Wit, 
as well as Learning, and knowing our Peo. 
ple had received an ill opinion of it, he 
gave it under the Name of his Febrifuge, 
this was in Charles the Firſt's time, and 
from thence till after the Fire of London 
there was but little of it uſed ; ?tis true, 
fome of our Phyſicians knew it, but had 
no great opinion of it; till Tabor, who 
was a Servant to an Apothecary in Cam- 
bridge brought it into uſe among us, for he 
having ſome knowledge of the uſe and 
true Doſes came up to London, where not 
finding Encouragement enough, and his 
Authority not being great enough to give 
Credit to this great Remedy , he travels 
into Rent, and there from Town to Town 
cures all ſorts of Agnes, where having got 
Money, and affurance of the Efficacy of this 
Remedy, he removes to London; where he 
ſets up by the Name of Doctor Tabor, 
buyes whole Bales of the Bark, and revives 
the Fame of this wonderful Medicine ; at 
firſt he was loaded. with the infamous 
Name of Quack, but ſo great was his Suc- 
ceſs, that he ſeldom failed in the Cure of 
either intermitting or continued Fevers : 
he is ſent for to Court, gives his Medi- 
cine to King Charles the Second, and is 
by him Kaighted ; he lived as great as 
| any 
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any Man, for his Profits were very extra- 
ordinary, and if he had been ſo cunning 
to have concealed his Medicine, he might 
have have had an Eſtate equal to a Prince; 
by this time every Body fell in with the 
Medicine, and the Bark was ſo much uſed, 
and ſo often demanded, that once mere 
it became very ſcarce (I will not ſay dear, 
for no price is above its value) fo that 
I have once given nine Pounds ready Mo- 
ney for a pound of it; but to return to 
my Doctor, who was now a Knight, and in 
his Coach, and eating in gilt Plate, every 
day keeping open Houſe, ſetting what 
price he pleaſed on his Medicine, though 
to do him right he was eaſie enough to 
poor or ordinary People, but the Rich he 
made to pay for it. But our Phyſicians 
generally falling into the uſe of the Cor- 
tex, put ſome check to his extraordinary 
Buſineſs, and he being ſent for into France 
to cure the Prince of Conde, and others 
of the Royal Blood, being prodigiouſly 
rewarded, having a thouſand Piſtols given 
him for one Cure, and felling his Medi- 
cine to the French King for a great Sum 
of Money, ſets up in France, where being 
extreamly hated by the French Phyſicians , 
he had a Guard allowed him by the King, 


a Swiſs being continually at his No: 
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but theHatred of the Phyſicians ſtill increa- 


ſing againſt him, and they finding he had. 


not much Learning, at laſt obtain'd leave 
of the King to Diſpute with him in his 
Majeſties Preſence, where one of them, de- 
manding of him the Definition of a Fe- 
ver, was thus anſwered, a Fever is a Diſ- 


eaſe, you do not know how to Cure, but 


I do; at which the King laughed hear- 
tily, and broke off their Diſpute : He li- 
ved ſome years in Fravce very profuſely 
and died there, not without the Suſpicion 
of being poiſoned. This famous far- 
fetch*d Bark is, and ever like to be in 
great Fame, *tis moſt certainly the grea- 
teſt and ſafeſt Febrifuge ever known; dai- 
ly Cures multitudes, and hurts none, ha- 
ving no manner of ill quality in it, for 
though ſome ignorant People give it an ill 
Char:&er, *tis only becauſe they know 
it not rightly ; fome will ſay they have 
took it, and have been ill after it, which 
m2y be, ard yet not the Cortex the cauſe 
of it, for if they take not enough to E- 
radicate the Febrifick Matter, no wonder 
then that they are ill after it, for *ris rhe 
return of the Diſeaſe, and not the Fe- 
fuits Powder, that is the cauſe of their 
Diſtemperatme ; for to attack a Diſeaſe 
by halves, I mean by too ſmall Doſes, or 
to 
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to leave off taking the Medicine, before 
the Fever is extirpated, is like building a 
Houſe, Plaiſtering, Wainſcoating and Pain- 
ting it, but never thinking of the Covering 
to preſerve it from Rain or Snow, and 
therefore *tis no wonder to hear fooliſh 
People cry out, the Feſuts Powder did 
them no good, *twas it may be becauſe 
they took not enough, or not took it at 
proper times, or had not able Advice 
bow to regulate themſelves with it, for 
tis not for every old Woman or Nurſe 
to pretend to give it, or any way to un- 
derſtand it, whether the ſort be good or 
no, for there is difference in this as well 
as in other Druggs ; tis true, there be 
ſome that know the ſorts, but know not 
which way it operates, not cosſidering 
how *'tis replete with Vlatile Salts, and a 
Pungent bitterneſs on the Tongue, with 
ſome little roughneſs, which makes it 
ſeem Stiptick; and from thence ſome Er- 
roneoully conclude, that it only ſtops. the 
Diſeaſe and ſhuts it up in the Body, which 
is a miſtake, for my part I judge, that it 
abſorbs the Febrifick, Ferments and Com- 
torts the Stomach, and gently Purges off 
the peccant Humour. Now | know ſome 
deny it has any purging Quality, but I 
who have taken it many hundred times, 
IW. 
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always am purged by it ; now if it had 
not that quality, why do Phyſicians give 
Reſtringents with it, as Laudanum, and 
Hr. e Roſ. & c which are commonly joyn- 
ed with it. In Bodies that are able to 
bear it, *tis moſt uſual to give Emeticks 
before it, and ſometimes to give it in the 
bitter purging Draught, but theſe things 
muſt and ought to be varied by the Phy- 
ſician, as reaſon and the caſe of the Patient 
directs , for tho* I, who have a ſtrong Body, 
and yet often ſubject to intermitting Fe. 
vers, do always take my Teſuits Powder 
in Coffee, and ever let it purge me, ha- 
ving forty times found by Experience the 
excellent Effects of it, yet this would not 
be ſo proper a way for a perſon weak- 
ned by many Fits; I drink it often in 
Claret, another takes it in Milk-Water ; 
I really believe no way better than Wine, 
and that ſuch as the Patient beſt likes, 
nor is this noble Medicine a Remedy only 
for Agues which are intermitting , tis 
particularly proper for all thoſe that are 
HeQtick, for all Hydropick perſons, far 
out-doing all the teſtacious Powders in 
the Acidity of the Blood; Experience 
every day ſhews, that the Learned do give 
it in all odd Caſes, by which all other 
Medicines are baffled in all 7 

ains. 
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Pains, tis a miraculous Medicine; and 
for thoſe that will accuſe it for any man- 
ner of Noxious quality, I muſt take leave 
to Laugh at them; the Iralians have a 
Proverb, That a Surfeit of Bread is deadly, 
intimating that no ſuch thing can be, I 
might ſay the ſame of Teſuirs Powder, 
rightly prepared, and judicieuſly admini- 
ſtred ; for if one Man has been choaked 
by a Cruſt, 'tis not a Reaſon another 
ſhould be afraid to cat Bread : My Neigh- 
bour,my Kinſman, myFriend took the Bark 
but died, may be ſaid, pray how do you 


know he took the right, or was he not juſt 


dying when 'twas given him. I have gave 
it to Children, and to old Perſons, and 
never gave it in Vain; I have Children 
have taken Pounds of it, and never found 
any ill Effect of it, tho now *tis many years 
ſince, ſo that inſtead of being afraid of it, 
let us joyfully take it from the hand of the 
Learned, and give God thanks for ſo great 
a Remedy. 
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CHAP. Ill. 
Of Opium. 


Rom which are prepared many extra- 
ordinary Medicines, which we. call 

Opiats ; the Ancients have defined it to 
be a glutinous Liquor flowing from the 
inciſion of the Poppy-head, bitter, warm, . 
clammy, having a fetid clammy ſtupefy- 
ing Sulphur, of a hurtful quality, but being 
prepared makes a moſt Salut iferont and 
Anodyne Medicine. 

The beſt and trueſt Opium formerly was 
brought from Thebes, from whence it was 
called Thebaicum, the which name it till 
retains in the Shops, though now there 
is ſcarce any growing in that Countrey ; 
it now comes from Cairo in Egypt, and 
Adena a Tract of Land in Arabia near the ; 
Red Sea, it is likewiſe brought from H- 
ria and Alexandria, but the greateſt part, 
and that which is moſt in uſe, is brought 
from Cambsja and Decan in the Faſt In- 
dies, from thence it is tranſported into 
molt parts of the World; ſome People 


raiſe needleſs Diſputes, whether the Opium 
Ercnghe 
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brought to us be made of white or black 
Poppy. Garcias a famous Spaniſh Phyli- 
cian, does aver 'tis made of the white, 
there being no black to be found in all the 
Countrey of Cambaja, the Opium is made 
by cutting the Heed of the Poppy as it 
is growing (in manner as we Cut an 
Orange to roſt it then laying the Leaves of 
the Plant under it to receive the Juice, 
which as it drops is ſpiſſated hy the heat 
of the Sun and it being thus thickned 

they lay it by in Cakes, rowling it in a 
Leaf of the Plant, and this is not un- 
likely by reaſon that we buy in the Shops 
has Leaves adhering to it. 

Much Diſpute has been about the Tem- 
perament of Opium, and divers of our 
Learned men have not yet agreed the 
Point; the Ancients were of Opinion 
that it was cold, and therefore they joy- 
ned hot things with it to correc it, as 
Cloves, Nutmegs , Mace, Cinnamon, Gir. 
ger, Cubebs , Galangal, Myrrhe, Saffron, 
Zedoary, &c. and this appears from al! 
their Narcotick Compolitions , witneſs 
their Pill. Cynogloſſ. Pill. Styrace, Re- 
guie Nicolai, Philonum, Romanum, &c. 
but I beg leave to ſay, I am not of their 
Opinion who think it cold, for firſt the 
Bitterneſs of it denotes it hot, but a 

G more 
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more convincing Reaſon of its heat is, 
that tis inflamable, nor can any thing be 
cold, that is fo replete with a ſætid Sulphur 
as Opium is; the ways of Preparing, as 
well as uſing Opium are many : Charras 
gives you ſeveral, the Aguſtan and Lon- 
don Pharmacop. others, but %tis my Opi- 
nion Torrefaction is better than any, for 
the Diſſolution in Spirit of Wine or Wa- 
ter do neither of them abate its ſætid 
Sulphur, but by drying it, and evapora- 
ting the ſulphureous Particles in a Sand- 
Bath or in an Oven, ir becomes much 
better, but when all is done, I like none 
ſo well as to cut it in very thin Slices, and 
in a glazed earthen Pan to dry it before 
the Fire till it will powder between the 
Fingers, and by this means the power of the 
Fire frees it from its fætid Sulphur; more- 
cover, *tis by nothing better corrected than 
by Soap of Salt of Tartar. which makes me 
like the Pill Mat hæi much better than any 
other Pill of Opium. e 
Upon the whole, Olum torrified and 
powder'd, and then beat into a Maſs 
with Extract of Saffron, and Chymical 
Oplof Nutmegs is a Lau danum. on which 
ö a Man may venture his Life ; tis a pro- 
per Vademecum, which when I was in either 
Camp or Navy, I'never went without a 
se W quantity 
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quantity of in my Pocket, and have ſaved 
the Lift of many a poor Souldier and Sea- 
man, by a Grain or two given ſeaſona- 
bly : how wonderful a Remedy this is in 
Fluxes of the Belly is known to a'l Ar- 
tiſts; the Vertues of Opium are ſo mani- 
fold, chat truly (like Mercury) there is no 
living without it; how miraculouſly doth 
it allay the Storm of the Blood, and Hu- 
mours in Fevers, quieting the inraged Spi- 
rits, alleviating all Pains, and refreſhing 
theWeary ; tis not my Buſineſs to tell you, 
how and in what quantity the Turks or o- 
ther Foreigners take it, but I ſhall briefly et 
down ſome Obſervations I have made of 
it in England, and upon Engliſhmex a- 
broad, no way valuing the malicious A- 
ſperſions of ſome mean Medicaſtors, who 
have not ſpared to reflect on the great and 
learned Doctor B. calling him the Opmm 
Doctor; who although perhaps he may 
preſcribe more than any other, I do really 
' believe underſtands it better than any man 
liring, and is every way a Gentleman of 
great worth. 

W hat City, what Countrey, Camp or 
Navy, can be without it 2 *tis a Balſum to 
the Mind, as well as che Body, eaſing the 
Fatigue of too much Labour, and refreſh- 
ing thoſe, whoſe Minds are wearied with 
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too much Thought, keeps down the [Hypocon- 
driack Vapours, and gives Sleep to the reſt- 
leſs Perſons; it digeſts Wounds, ſtops 
Blood, helps Nature to form a callous in- 
fractur'd Bones, makes ſharp Humours to 
perſpire by moderate Sweats; ſettles the 
Body after violent Purges, or Vomits, and 
quiets Nature after Chyrurgicel Operati- 
ons: In a word, it will deferve the ap- 
plauſe of all Mankind. 

i would not have any miſtake me, for I 

would not hare it given in ApopleFick Ca- 
ſes, nor do I prefcribe it as a good Stoma- 
zick, for though it be bitter, yet I know 
it apt to nauſeate the Stomach, nor would 
J have the Ignorant pretend to meddle 
with it, *tis a noble Medicine in the hand 
of a learned Phyſician, but not in that of 
an old Woman, who I once knew give a 
Dram inſtead of a Grain, and fo kill'd the 
Patient: 
Neither would I have People be too fa - 
miliar with it, I mean to take it without 
juſt cauſe, or more often than is needtul, 
leaſt they render it ineffectual, as a Lady 
of my acquantance has done, who from: 
the uſe of one Grain for a Doſe, has now 
brought her ſelf to take ten Grains at a

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Nor let any imagine, it may not ſome- 
times be given in greaterDoſes than ordina- 
ry,as the neceſſity of the Caſe may require; 
for I know as brave a Man as ever drew a 
Sword, who. in a Duel had an Artery 
wounded, to whom I gave five or ſix Grains 
of Opinm a day, for above a Week to- 


* gether ; tis above twenty years ago, and 


the perſon is now living. 

In Bloody Fluxes, I have given a Grain 
at a time, once an hour for ſix hours one 
after another, and at the ſame time inje- 
&ed Glyſters, in which I have diſſolved 
ten Grains at a time; and the Patients 
have found Remedy thereby: 

In ſome perſons, I have given four or 
five Grains in a day, while they have been 
in Salivations, without which the Flax 
would have turned downwards to the great 
prejudice of the Perſons; but. in ſome 
People one Grain is-enough. 

I have often given it with great Suc- 
ceſs in Venereal Caſes, and in old Gletes 
found it very uſeful,
